EW YORK, Dec. 4—Henry Ford 
and more than eighty peace ad- 
vocates sailed today on the 
steamer Oscar II for Christiania, Nor- 
way. The party was accompanied ‘by 
fifty-seven newspaper correspondents 
and photographers, and ‘more than 
twenty general assistants, secretaries 
and stenographers, 
Before sailing Mr. Ford issued 
what he called a farewell statement, 
“I am sailing with the firm belief,” 
he said, “that a great good will come 
of this mission. It will keep alive the 
thought that peace is possible as well 
as desirable and so long as that is done 
hope of peace 

“T know little of the details of the 
working plan of the peace confer- 
ence, but I do know that every effort 
will be made for an honorable and 
early peace. If this conference suc- 
ceeds only in bringing about a begin- 
ning of negotiations for peace it will 
have accomplished a good work. 
“My heart is in this work for peace 
and it is for this reason that I have 
stood behind the ship and helped the 
people to reach a common meeting 
place to discuss the possibilities of 
peace with the representatives of other 
neutral countries. 

“We are leaving on time, and leavy- 
ing with the feeling that those parts 
of the world now at peace and at 
war have heard of the plan and are 
in sympathy with the move, and that 
the best wishes of the great majority 
go with us.” .

Evacuation of France and All 


of Belgium Except City

Momentous Decision to Per- 
mit Reichstag to Discuss 
the Matter.

ONDON, Dec. 4.—The momentous 
decision reached by the German 
government to permit the discus- 

sion of peace in the Reichstag is re- 
gerded here as the clearest indica- 
tion that Germany is prepared to lay 
down arms if acceptable conditions 
can be obtained. The government's 
decision, following the authorization 
given to the German press for a free 
discussion of peace possibilities and 
the discussion of an almost unani- 
mous desire to end the war, along 
with the governmental sanction of the 
Socialists’ plan to bring about a peace 
debate in- the Reichstag, lends to 
Thursday's session of that body an 
importance which it is impossible to 
overestimate. 

| The entire world is awaiting eager- 
ly the speech of the Imperial Chan- 
cellor. Meanwhile, the wildest ru- 
mors are current. 

The latest of these, coming from. 
‘The Hague obviously from 
German source, is to the effect that 
the Kaiser intends to proclaim peace 
jon his arrival at Constantinople. 


It is asserted on the “highest au- 


thority,” s¢eerding to the rumor— 
vat the name of this “highest author- 
ity” is not given—that the Kaiteer 
will send a letter to President Wii- 
son urging him to accept the role of 
mediator. The letter, the rumor goes 
on, will declare that Germany did 
not want the war, which, the letter 
will say, was forced by E 

Russia. Atrocities will be 
energetically. The hour is at hand, 
the letter will continue, to stop the 
bloodshed and permit Europe to heal 
her wounds with a bountiful peace. 

Germany will offer, through 
dent Wilson, to evacuate the in 
departments of France and all of 
Belgium except Antwerp and to ne- 
gotiate with Great Britain regarding 
the possession of Antwerp. Poland 
will be declared autonomous, the in- 
vaded provinces of Ruasia will be re- 
stored and Serbia's independence will 
be guaranteed. 

On the other hand, the “freedom 
of the seas” is to be guaranteed and 
special privileges are to be granted 
to German commerce. In case of a 
refusal of these terms, according to 
the rumor, Germany is determined 
upon a war of extermination. 

THD FOOD PROBLEMS.

At 8 o'clock tonight 360,735 persons 
had passed the turnstiles admitting to 
the exposition, the total breaking the 
record made on San Francisco Day. 

At 6 p.m. on San Francisco 
309,993 had passed the turnstiles, 
from the fact that tonight's attractions 
were more elaborate and more spec- 
tacular than on November 2, officials 
based predictions that the 400,000 
mark would be on closing day.

FOR DR. BUENZ. 


With Two Associates He is 
Given Year and Half. 


Hamburg American Official 
is Admitted to Bail. 
Appeal to Supreme Court is 
Allowed by Judge.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Dr. Karl 
Buenz, George Kotter and Adolph 
Hachmeister of the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line, recently convicted of con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States 
government, ®were sentenced today, to 


eral penitentiary at Atlanta. Joseph 


Poppinghaus was sentenced to one 
year. The Hamburg-American line 
Was fined $1. 

All the defendants were admitted 
to bail pending the suing out of a writ 
of error in their behalf. 

Ball was fixed at $10,000 in each 
case and was furnished by a surety 
company. 

Sentence was prenounced after 
Judge Howe had overruled motions by 
William Rand, Jr., chief counsel for 
the defense, for dismissal of the ver- 
dict on the ground that it was con- 
trary to the evidence and law in the 
ease. In making his motion Mr. Rand 
said he had little hope that it would 
be entertained by the court. 

PLEA OF PROSECUTION. 


United States District Attorney H. 
Snowden Marshall, in movirg for sen- 
tence, said it was “his painful duty to 
ask for substantial punishment, not 
so much for ite effects on the defend- 
ants, but to serve as a warning to otb- 
ers.” 


None of the defendants showed any 
emotion when sentence was pro- 
nounced. Prior to the opening of 
court they were surrounded by «a 
number of sympathizers, with whom 
they chatted freely. Dr. Buenz told 
his listeners that his only regret was 
that the American people should be- 
lieve he had done anything to injure 
them or had ever had anything but 
me kindliest feeling toward this coun- 
ry 


Through Mr. Rand, the aged direc- 
tor of the Hamburg-American line 
asked Judge Howe to take into con- 
sideration that his three co-defendants 
were his subordinates and that ff any 
offens® was committed they were 
merely acting under his orders. — 

EXPLAINS NOMINAL FINE. 

The nominal fine imposed on the 
Hamburg-American company was ex* 
plained by Judge Howe as due to his 
wish to free the case as far as possi- 
ble from “the odor of money.” He 
said there was no evidence to show 
that the company, as such, had en- 
tered into any conspiracy and that it 
was improbable that Dr. Buenz alone 
had any power to bind it in any of 
the proceedings complained of 

The lighter sentence imposed on 
Poppinghaus was in recognition of 
the fact that he occupied a subordi- 
nate position and merely had carried 
out the orders of his superiors with- 
out having an active part in the plan- 
ning of the conspiracy for which they 
were convicted. 

In sentencing Dr. Buenz, Judge 
Howe announced that if the sentence 
was confirmed in the higher ccurts he 
would be willing to support any move 
to obtain clemency on the ground of 
the advapeoed age of the prisoner. 

SUGGESTION OF COURT. 


“This cuse,” sald Judge Howe, “wil! 
probably be taken to the Court pf Ap- 
peal and to the United States Supreme 
pe pede If sentence is affirmed and it 

claimed that Imprisonment would 
be a peril to Dr. Buenz on account 
of his advanced age, the case will be 
referred to the executive department 
of the government. This court ‘will 
be willing to take any action that may 
be desirable in support of such a 
move.” 

The maximum penalty which could 
have been imposea on the prisoners 
under each indictment was two years’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $10,000. 
Each was indicted on two counts, but 
Judge Howe declared that he consid- 
ered both indictments to cover one 
offense.

rived leas than five minutes before 2 
o'clock, held up the work of examin- 
ing passports and tickets and other 
matters incidental to the sailing. 

Officials of the line, fearful that 
the steamer would not be able to 
leave the pier until after dark, held 
a hurried conference. As a result of 
this, a representative of the line 
boarded the vessel ana sailed, for 
the purporwe of checking up all the 
persons on board. 

It was then said by the line officials 
that the Ford panes would probably 
tota] 176, but the exact number will 
not be known until a wireless is re- 
cejved toright from the representa- 
tive aboard. 

All of the saloons and many of the 
¢abins on the steamer were decorated 
with palma, ferns, flowers, fags « 
streamers representing the national 
colors of about seventeen countries 
Red, white and blue predominated. 

Two large white doves, which had 
been carefully mounted and bearing 
olive branches, were suspended from 
the ceiling of the main saloon and 
excited considerable comment. 

FORD GETS ON. 

H Ford boarded the steamer at 
1:06 o'clock accompanied by several! 
friends and three policemen. The lat- 
ter held the crowd back while Ford 
posed for a score of moving-picture 
aftmeras and more than seventy-five 
other ' photographers. Ford carried 
a tattered American flag, which he 
waved with one hand while he re- 
peatedly doffed his hat to the cameras. 

Fifteen minutes before the ship was 
scheduled to sail, a messenger boy rid- 
ing in a taxicab drove on to the pier. 
The boy carried a large covered. cage 
which was believed to contain a live 
dove. When the cage was uncovered, 
however, it was found that the occu- 
pant was a large grey squirrel. This 
ereated much merriment and one of 
the secretaries placed the squirrel di- 
rectly under one of the mounted peace 


doves, 
MUSIC. 


Two bands played constantly dur- 
ing the last forty-five minutes before 
the ship got away. The crowd, both 
outside and on the dock steadily tm- 
creased, and some difficulty was ex- 
perience@d in clearing the ship of a 
hundred or more persons who were 
there to bid friends good-by. 

One of the diversions during the 
last hour was the marriage on board 
the ship of Miss Marion Rubincom 
of Philadelphia and Berton Braley of 
New York. The ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. Jenkin Lioyd 
Jones of Chicago, who was a member 
of the peace party. The bride and 
groom also salled. 

The crush of belated passengers at 
the sailing pier of the Oscar IJ was 
almost equalled by an eleventh hour 
rush at the office of the Scandinavian- 
American line in lower Broadway. Be- 
ginning shortly before noon trains ar- 
riving in the city brought prospective 
peace advocates and newspaper cor- 
respondents by the score. 

Paseports previously ordered from 
Washington were tn the hands of a 
representative of Mr. Ford, who was 
on hand to see that they went to the 
»Proper parties.

Further, the 
decision is a direct rebuke to the 
County Civfl Service Commission and 
the three members of the Board of 
Supervisors who tried by unfair meth- 
ods to grab the office of registrar of

day were brought on the part of D. B. 
Lyons, who claimed he was entitled to 
Mr. McAleer’s place. He had taken an 
examination for the position, but Mr. 
McAleer refused to surrender the of- 
fice pending the decision of the court. 
The ouster proceedings followed and 
yesterday morning Secretary Doty of 
the Civil Service Commission was 
ferced to admit that the examination 
Mr. Lyons was Irregular. 

Attorney Ford, for Mr. McAleer, 
contended that even if the registrar 
was ousted, Mr. Lyons could not serve. 
Mr. Doty was placed on the stand to 
lay the foundationgfor an appeal to 
the Appellate Court. It was while he 
was on the stand that Mr. Ford forced 
from him an admission that the rule 
regarding promotional examination 
had been violated in Mr. Lyons’s be- 
half. 


Dave Evans, former head of the 
Civil Service Commission, was one of 
the attorneys for Mr. Lyons. Ag at- 
torney for a client he made assertions 
directly in confilet with the stand he 
had taken while on the commission. 

When Judge McDaniel rendered his 
opinion Registrar McAleer was happy. 
For nearly two years he had made a 
fight to retain the job, to which he 
was transferred by the Supervisors 
and. Civil Service Commission. For 
more than a year he had drawn no 
salary and yet he had public senti- 
ment with him. One legal fight after 
another was precipitated, and even 
now, with the court ruling mm his fa- 
vor, Mr. McAleer will have a fight on 
his hands to collect the back salary 
due him. 

“L wish to thank The Times for th> 
loyal fight it made in my behalf,” 
said Mr. McAleer. “I knew I was 
right and I asked only for fair treat- 
ment. I want to thank the general 
public for its Interest in my case. I 
believe public sentiment was with me 
from the start. I needed the sym- 
pathy and support of my friends, and 
I want to thank them for the manner 
in which they stood by me.” 

Judge McDaniel whs not sparing in 
his criticism of the Civil Service Com- 
mission and the Supervisors for the 
methods used by them against Mr. 
His opinion, in part, fol- 
ows: 

“The court has been a little bit em- 
barraased in the consideration of this 
case by the opinion that was ren- 
dered by another judge of this de- 
partment in that it seemed to me up- 
on @ careful consideration of that 
opinion there was some inconsisten- 
cy between the conclusion reached 
and the process of reasoning em- 
ployed.

Just think 
of it—this senile dodderer wanted us 
to prepare for war! He wanted every 
man to be fit and able to repel an 
enemy. He had the audacity to sug- 
gest that there should be compulsory 
national service for our young men. 
Did you lawvgh? He never faltered. 
He was an octogenarian, full o 
honors, and he might have died in a 
halo of domestic sanctity. Instead 
of that he made fervent speeches, he 
wrote letters of appeal and articles 
innumerable: he even sank so low in 
the estimation of his political oppon- 
ents, who were unfit to tle his boot- 
laces, as to buttonhole editors in his 
efforts to cause the nation to open its 
eyes to the German peril. 

This is no time for vain regrets; 
yet we cannot help feeling that all 
would have been different if the warn- 
ings of Hoberts had been heeded; that 
the hosts of our glorious dead need 
not have been sacrificed on the altar 
of unmreadiness; that, indeed, there 
would have been no war, for the 
Kaiser would not have dared to face 
a great Briti#h army of trained men. 
ft was the antagonism to Lord Rob- 
erts’s suggestions that caused us to 
be only half armed-for the fray and 
gave the German hope to crush us in 
our unreadiness. Have we learned 
the lesson? Are we profiting by it?

World’s Champion Diplomat. 
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AZ EDDLESOME GERMAN OFFICIAIS. 
“RAUS MIT EM!” RIPPLING RHYMES. 


The person of an Ambassador; a Con- 
sul, a naval or military attache or other 
representative of a foreign government is, 
under the law of nations, immune from ar 
rest or detention on civil process.. He can- 
not be sued for a board bill, or for breach 
of promise of marriage, or for being a dirty 
super-serviceable spy and instigat6r of plots 
against the neutrality, and abuser of the 
hospitality, of the government to which he 
is accredited. 

Yet the law of nations has provided a 
simple and adequate method by which an 
offended government can rid itself of such 
vermin. It can, for cause sufficient to it- 
self, which cause it is not compelled to 
make public, or even to state to anybody, 
declare the obnoxious official “persona non 
grata” and request his government to divest 
him of tne official garment behind which he 
skulks, and to recall him, and do it p.d.q. 

The difference between certain English- 
men and certain Germans, who in their zeal 
to serve their country transcend the law of 
nations in America, seems to be that the 
former act defiantly and openly and some- 
times insolently, while the latter act se 
cretly and sneakingly. 

If Dr. Dumba had not been an Ambassa- 
dor; if he had been a hyphenated American, 
or a foreigner without official status, he 
might have been indicted and tried and 
punished as an accessory before the fact 
for violating the criminal law by endeavor- 
ing to ifduce Austrians employed in muni- 
tion factories to blow up the establishments 
in which they were employed, or engage in 
criminal activities of a kindred character. 
As it was, President Wilson promptly pro- 
tected his country by informing Dr. Dumba 
that for what he had done, and for what 
he was preparing to do, he was “persona 
non grata” and requesting the Austrian gov- 
ernment to recall] him, and, if it needed an 
Ambassador in his place, to send a gentle- 
man who would not violate the exterior 
decencies and obligations of diplomatic in- 
tercourse, 

Undeterred by what had happened to Dr. 
Dumba, Capt. Karl Boy-Ed, the naval at- 
tache, and Capt. Franz von Papen, the mill- 
tary attache Of the German Embassy at 
Washington, engaged in improper activities 
in this country in connection with naval 
and military matters. Their conduct was 
brought te the knowledge of our government 
at Washington. As they were not subject 
to the jurisdiction of our courts, and did not 
need to avail themselves of the services of 
a Tombs shyster to twist a verdict of not 
guilty or a disagreement from a befogged 
jury, it was not necessary for our govern- 
ment to state in what their violation of neu- 
trality consisted. It was sufficient to de- 
clare them persona non grata and request 
Count von Bernstorff to divest them of their 
official status and to require them to leave 
the country. When Archibald was searched 
in England a-letter from Von Papen was 
found on him in which he referred to mem- 
bers of the Washington government as 
‘those idiotic Yankees.” 


But it was not this that caused him to be 
declared “persona non grata.” It was be- 
cause he and his associate, Capt. Boy-Ed, 
had been busy secretly fomenting strikes 
in munition factories and aiding to supply 
German warships with coal, ammunition and 
provisions. 

The prompt and manly action of Prest- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing in in- 
viting these meddlesotie German officials 
to get out of the country will be com- 
mended by American citizens of all polit- 
ical parties,

WHARF COMPANY LOSES CLAIM 
TO VALUABLE SLICE. 


Made by San Pedro Nine 
Ago ts Held Valid Only as 


of the Miner’s Fill Reverts to 
Angeles, 


By a decision of Judge Myers yes- 
terday in the quiet-title suit of the 
city of Los Angeles against the Outer 
Harbor Dock and Wharf Company, 
involving 160 acres west of Municipal 
Dock No. 1 at San Pedro, the city gets 
the choice cut of this valuable acreage, 
about sixty acres, the dock company | 
retaining the wharf franchise, upon 
which it has a twenty-year lease. 

The suit was tried before Judge 
Myers in July, 1914, and submitted on 
briefs in June last. The trial con- 
sumed four weeks and an additional 
one and one-half weeks were devoted 


to the argument. The evidence showed 
that the dock company obtained «a 
lease of the 160 acres in February, 
1906, running for a period of fifty 
years from the city of San Pedro be- 
fore consolidation with the city of Los 


Angeles. 

The dock y reclaimed the 
land and claims to have ded in 
improvements $5,000,000. It con- 


tended that the lease was validated by 
the act passed by the Legislature. It 
further set up estoppel on the ground 
that the city of Los Angeles stood by 
and watched the dock company spend 
these millions without objection and 
could not now be heard to complain. 

The city contended that the lease 
of. 1906 was vold because the city of 
San Pedro did not own the land and 
had no right to make such a leage, if 
it did own it; that the validity act 
aid not operate in any event to vali- 
date any part of the lease, except that 
part which applied to territory which 
was within the city limits of San Pe- 
dro at the time the lease was executed. 

Judge Myers held that the lease 
originally was void, but that the va- 
lidity act operated to validate it as to 
that part of the territory which was 
within the limits described in the 
original lease, which validated it as to 
practically one-third of the land in 
dispute, which is known as the 
Miner Fill. 

The leased land ts bounded by the 
east and wert channe'’s, the Southern 
Pacific slip, the United States reser- 
vation and a portion of San Pedro 
The city’s share under the judgment ts 
one-third,. or the outer end of the 
wharf. An appeal will be taken from 
the judgment bv the dock company.

We can be as strong as we want to be 
if we will cut out this virus that has 
come down to us from our savage an- 
cestors and cultivate the love which 
has been given to us by the Christ.”

GUNPOWDER AND WHISKY. 
A Mixture that Doesn't Work, and 


Near Powder Plants. 

{Philadelphia Bulletin:] Tradition 
has it that old-time naval skippers 
were wont to serve grog with a pinch 
of gunpowder just before a sea en- 
gagement in order to make their 
crews more “efficient” for the business 
in hand. But the recipe does not hold 
good with modern ideas of “scientific 
management.” Hence, ft is not sur- 
prising to find the DuPont officials 
trying to get rid of the single saloun 
adjacent to thgir plant at Pennagr ve, 
which Judge addington, in the 
County. Court at Salem, has ordered 
closed pending a final hearing a month 
later. 

The issue, when it is decided, is 
likely to bring out some nice princi- 
ples of liquor license law. Apart 
m any moral consideration §§ that 
may be involved, or even questions of 
law and order arising out of the pe- 
culiar nditions attending the recent 
“boom” of the town and the sudden 
attraction of a miscellaneous popula- 
tion from all parts of the country, 
it may properly be argued that there 
are economic factors that require 
careful weighing. 

The making of gunpowder, dyna- 
mite and other high explosives is a 
dangerous but necessary industry. It 
requires care and caution on the part 
of virtually every employee to guard 
against an accident that might result 
in a catastrophe costing hundreds of 
lives and inflicting heavy material 
damage, not only among the em- 
ployees and the factory buildings, but 
the townspeople and their property 
as well. Consequently, the use of li- 
quor is barred at the powder plant. 
But with a public bar close at hand 
it becomes difficult for the manage- 
ment to enforce the order. 

The company offered to buy the sa- 
loon, but the proprietor refused to 
sell. So the point arises whether the 
court, in its licensing discretion, has 
not the right to withdraw a privilege 
which may have become a menace to 
the community, even though before 
the “boom” started the tavern was 
regarded as a public “necessity” and 
convenience. It is a question which 
is becoming more important in every 
industrial center, and the final out- 
come at Pennagrove will be significant 
to many leaders of industry and ‘n- 
dustrial] workers. 


The Size of Garden Seeds. 

[Indianapolis News:] The size of 
a seed as a factor in plant production 
is the subject of a report by M. B. 
Cummings, of the Vermont agericul- 
tural experiment station, tn which the 
author describes experiments tn plant- 
ing sweet peas and a number of gar- 
den vegetables. There is. on the 
whole, a decided advantage in using 
large and heavy seed. Thus sweet peas 
from such seed were earlier in bloom- 
ing, bore more and finer blossoms, and 
were generally more thrifty.

by the tens of thousands in this and 
other countries, as well as the man 
who embodied construction features 
in the Auditorium Bullding that have 
provoked the wonder of the engineers 
of many countries, Mr. Harris's rec- 
ord is one of achievements along un- 
blazed paths: He is the perfecter of 
the rotary principle of mechanics, In- 
mang revolutionary results in ro- 
tary air brakes, air compressors, ets. 
now manufactured in this city. 

When the building of the aqueduct 
was first proposed Mr. Harris offered, 
on behalf of an eastern syndicate, to 
do the work and deliver the water to 
the city free of all expense, in per- 
petuity, on condition that the syndi- 
cate be given the exclusive use of the 
water en route for the development of 
electric energy. He is at present vice- 
president of the Rotary Alirbrake 
Company of this city, vice-president 
of the Mechanical Educator Company 
of Los Angeles and a director of va- 
rious concerns. 

STREAM OF DEATH. 

“The nearest description of this in- 
vention that can be published at this 


time,” sald Mr. Harris yesterday, “is 
that it consists of a combination of 
two present well-known electrical ap- 
pliances to be used in connection with 
a third invention for the bringing to- 
gether of electrical waves, radiations 
or vibrations. increasing their inten- 
sity many thousandfold and project- 
ing them in a narrow stream straight 
forward for a distance governed by 
the electrical energy generated by the 
dynamo, It differs entirely from 
present wireless systems, twenty miles 
being the approximate limit of effi- 
cient results with this new system. 
“By this new a restricted 
current is projected in a di-! 
rect line to or against «a 
metallic terminal, this termina] being 
the object sought to destroy; the re- 


area only. 
“This system is designed to be used 
for defensive purposes only in case 
of n y, and can be connected 
with and receive its energy from any 
high voltage, large capacity gen 
ing plant or power station, the 
proximate power required being 1000 
horse power for each mile of ual 
service, 
“As is well known, the present sys- 
tems of wireless permit radiations to 
spread to all points of the compass, 
thus diminishing and decimating their 
strength and efficiency, causing them 
to cover an enormous area, as recently 
noted by wireless telephone messages 
which were forwarded from Arling- 
ton, "Va., fo Paris, France, and the 
Hawatian Islands at the same instant, 
— a combined distance of 9000 
es. 
“The radiations or electro currents 
of this system travel in a direct nar- 
row volume, minimum width of a few 
inches, and may be directed at will by 
a single operator, the same as the rays 
of a searchlight are directed, their va- 
riations being as rapid as the projec- 
tor could be swayed back and forth by 
the operator. 
“These intense and high - vol 
rays and currents—it is really the 
wireless rays brought together as & 
carrier for the heavier electric cur- 
rent—when brought in line with or 
directed against any metal body. such 
as a battleship, would immediately 
electrify the whole structure, thus 
making it uninhAbitable for human 
beings, the intensity of the current 
being varied by the operator through 
increasing or decreasing the volume 
or widening the stream of the current 
at will. 

“As all war vessels are dependent 
more or less upon electrical current, 
this equipment would be put out of 
commission immediately and the ves- 
sel rendered entirely helpless. 

MEASURED DESTRUCTION. 

“Tf it be desired to take vessels 
as prizes it will be necessary to dis- 
able the vessel by milder currents, at 
the same time making it impossible 
for any of its occupants to take ac- 
tive part in any defensive movements, 
while our vessels could proceed within 
hailing or signaling distance, demand- 
ing surrender of the enemy vessel. At 
the same time our vessels could keep 
in touch with shore stations by sig- 
nals directing the application of the 
destructive rays according to the re- 
quirements necessary to bring the en- 
emy to submission. 

“If surrender was declined, the en- 
tire complement of the hostile ship 
could be annihilated by intensifying 
the currents on signal. It would be a 
ship struck by lightning.” 

Though Mr. Harris stated that the 
system is designed for defensive pur- 
poses mainly, he asserted that there !s 
a possibility of the offensive use of 
the new electric guns by our “juice- 
driven” new superdreadnaughts. 4s 
the California, now building, which 
has an electric rating of 33,000 horse 


ower. 

“If 20,000 of this horse power,” said 
Mr. Harris, “could be used tempo- 
rarily for the purpose I have out- 
lined, using the other 13,000 horse 
power for slow maneuvering and such 
other necessary purposes as would be 
demanded when the vessel was not In

every vessel within a radius of twenty 
to twenty-five miles of its position at 
that time. .

quired power to put into effect one or 
more of these projectors for defen- 
sive pu the equipping of bat- 
tleships would really be unnecessary. 
“This system can be worked with 
equal advantage in disabling airships 
or any other means of offensive war- 
fare where metal predominates or is 
used to any appreciable extent, con- 
sequently airships or aeroplanes could 
have their engines disabled and their 
crews, or such part of them as came 
in contact with the metaliic portions 
of such crafts, paralyzed at will, or 
if a hostile army was operating on 
level ground it could be put out of 
commission or annihilated anywhere 
within a radius of twenty miles of any 
large power plant. 

“With this system in operation the 
power plants at Long Beach and Re- 
dondo Beach could do more to put 
a hostile fleet out of commission in 
five minutes than all the shore bat- 
teries and proposed shore batteries 
from Los Angeles to Seattle could do 
in a week.” 

Because the curvature of the earth 
amounts to 266 feet to every twenty 
miles, a distance much greater than 
the effective radius of any gun, a 
tower or other elevation of this height 
would have to be used for the projec- 
tors to compensate this curvature. 


TO COIN THE PEACHES. 


Organization of Growers Initiated 
in Fresno Will Embrace Prodficers 
of Southern California. 

Because of the great success of the 
raisin and orange growers in their co- 


operative marketing Of products, the 
peach growers are forming an organ- 
ization of similar character, to be in- 
corporated under the name of the 
California Dried Peach Association. 
John Fairweather and J. P. Bolton, 
both of Fresno, are getting the asso- 
ciation together. It will consist df 
smaller territorial associations and 
these have already been perfected in 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys. 

The organization will have brgnches 
in Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside and 
other Southern California counties in 
a few days. When all of these asso- 
clations have been completed, the gen- 
eral corporation will be started with a 
capital of $1,000,000. 


MEXICO WANTS GASOLINE. 

Owing to the scarcity of gasoline in 
Mexico, the Secretary of Treasury in 
Mexico City has issued a proclamation, 
to the effect that for the next two 
months gasoline may be imported in- 
to Mexico free of duty. This edict 
refers to petrol, covered by section 
277 of the general customs laws.

J. Bisenmayer, second vice-pres- 
ident of the Globe Grain and Milling 
Company, ts siated to be first vice- 
president of the new concern, while 
A. D. Buckley of the same company 
will be the auditor. J. V. Wachtel, 
Jr., former cashier of the, First Na- 
tional Bank of El Centro, will be 
second vice-president and treasurer, 
and Sidney J. Parsons of this city the 
chief coungel. 

The list of incorporators also in- 
cludes L. C. Ogburn, president and 
general manager of the Mutual Cot- 
ton Company ot Imperial; E. D. Skin- 
ner, manager of the San Pedro Re- 
duction Company; and Winthrop Pir 
of Bi Centro.

MEDIEVAL ROMANCE. 
THE FORTUNES OF GARIN. B ey Senne. 
Houghton Mifflin Company, 

ARY JOHNSTON has looped the liter- 
ary loop; the orbit of her flight brings 
her back to sheer and unparochial ro- 

mance. Following “To Have and to Hold” 
she worked upward and essayed the his- 
torical novels of the Civil War, rose to the 
sociological “Hagar,” then started romance- 
ward and paused in the Victorian era. Now 
she is back to the crusades. 

And “The Fortunes of Garin” is easily 
her most colorful novel, though she has 
been rather parsimonious with sensations. 
In fact, so far are romantic traditions vio- 
lated that Garin is not even permitted to 
slaughter the villain, and a villainous vil- 
lain he is. 

The first encounter that Garin has with 
the proud Jaufre is in the open fields, where 
the scoundrel attacks a herd girl, and after- 
ward swears that Garin (assisted by a fiend) 
assaulted him from the rear. 

Jaufre’s father is proud and bold and 
holds many cities and estates to liege hom- 
age, and heralds scour these to find the as- 
sallant of his son. Garin, but a humble 
squire to the taciturn but valiant Raimbaut, 
flees and does manly work in faraway Pal- 
estine. 

Count Jaufre, as years go by, seeks an 
alliance with Princess Audiart the Wise. 
But she does not belie her name, e’en at the 
éxpense of a civil war. The war is long 
and bloody, and chief among her knights 
is Garin, whose strong arm is very nearly 
more notable than the music in his voice. 

Many are the adventures and great is the 
fighting that follows. But Garin loses not 
his vision of the herd girl and sings of her 
to all who listen. Princess Audiart is among 
these; she listens eagerly. 

When Richard of the Lion’s Heart com- 
mands peace, there is peace. And bold lov- 
ers turn to maidens, but Garin goes back to 
the black castle in the dark woods that has 
been his home. And one day there comes 
a message—and he answers it with a light 
heart, for it comes from the herd girl of 
whom he has ever dreamed, and who isn’t 
a herd girl at all. 

The book is chiefly notable for its at- 
mosphere and medieval coloring. All the 
way through it seems more like an an- 
dient romance rather than a modern novel 
—and the effect is not gained with archaic 
oaths or clanking armor. It has the real 
spirit of idealized romance and the age of 
chivalry. 


ROMANCE OF FRANCOIS VILLON. 
THE GLORIOUS RASCAL By Justin Huntly 
McCarthy. John Lane Company, New York. 
RANCOIS VILLAON, the most fascinating 
scoundrel in the world, has won the 
attention of many distinguished authors 
and the affection of most of them. Swin- 
burne has made an immortal apology for 
him; even the austere 8S. Welr Mitchell 
made a glowing romance of the cut-purse’s 
precarious life; Stevenson also embodied 
him into a story somewhat more in keeping 
with Villon’s reputation; but Mr. McCarthy, 
both in “If I were King” and in “The Glori- 
ous Rascal,” has invested the poetic rufflian 
with endearing charming qualities. 

Though Mr. McCarthy has adhered some- 
what to the reputed biography of Villon (lit- 
tle is known of him’) “The Glorious Rascal” 
is a highly-cowred, wellrounded, attractive 
romance in which the'rasca! has some weak- 
nesses for loose women and turbulent com- 
panions, but is at heart a gallant fellow, 
loyal in friendship and courageous. 

The sordidness of Villon's life is glossed. 
After abandoning the respectable protection 
of a clerical uncle who lifted him from pov- 
erty, Villon dwells with roistering students 
and raises the devil through multitudinous 
and more or less bibulous incantations. 
But never for lone are his fortunes disen- 
tangled from those of the proud warrior, 
Robert D'Estouteville, Provost of Paris, who 
won his wife largely with passionate ballads 
that Villon wrote for him. Robert is gener- 
ous, and Villon is more than once spared 
deserved punishment.

“The Little Iliad” Mr. Hewlett has 
achieved something distinctively different 
that has artistic features worthy of his 

reputation. 

“Open Country” and “Rest Harrow” did 
perhaps more than any other books to make 
him known and appreciated—pagan books 
they are, for he is pagan as Pan himeelf. 
Only a romantic pagan would dare the 
theme in “The Little Iliad;” but only a very 
skillful modernized author could, without 
absurdity, make his story of four brothers’ 
love for the same woman somewhat analo- 
gous with the Homeric siege of Troy. 

It is decidedly without the romentic pulse 
of most of his previous books, bat it is told 
with convincing emphasis, more like a mem- 
oir than a story. 

Hector, Wynward, Pierpoint and Patrick 
are the four sons of Sir Roderick Malleson, 
a Scottish chief upon whose house rests a 
curse precluding the birth of a daughter. 

Hector, serious and romantic, invites to 
his father’s home the Baron and Baroness 
von Broderode. She is young and beautiful, 
a Pole; and he an Austrian nobleman of 
powerful frame, with ruined limbs, a stoic 
in suffering, cynical, fascinating and at once 
repulsive—a remarkable character. 

The story is related in the first person by 
one who keeps completely to the back- 
ground, who watches closely and so reports 
that the attentions of the four brothers, the 
jealousy of the Baron, the shyness of 
Helena, the Baroness, make a situation com- 
plicated as almost any conceivable, yet ever 
has the color of the melodramatic effaced. 
Even the rallying of the clans to support 
the brother who essays the role of Homeric 
Paris, while thrilling, rather incredulous, 
somehow seems natural and expected. 

It is a difficult story, admirably handled, 
but with romance in a leash—and against 
that leash romance strains hard to break 
away and run riot.

R. JACK LONDON continues to suf- 

fer poignantly for the downtrodden 

unfortunates of the earth. In fact, 
perhaps no man has made so much money 
as Mr. London through reviling society and 
sympathizing with the poor. No doubt he 
is sincere. He and Billy Sunday get enough 
to make anybody sincere. 

“The Star Rover” is related in the first 
person by one Darrell Standing, formerly a 
professor in the University of California and 
sentenced to San Quentin for murder. He 
tells that he was thrown into solitary con- 
finement, placed in, a cell near those of Ed 
Morell and Jake Oppenheimer (two names 
well known in California criminology,) and 
through the torture of the strait-jacket was 
able’ practically to suspend animation and 
— his adventures in previous lives. 

The story alternates descriptions of the 
vileness of the prison, the guards, the war- 
den and a variegated assortment of ro- 
mantic adventures extending ~— many 
incarnations and takihg place in all parts 
of the world. 

The structure of the story, but in no 
sense the material, closely resembles that 
of “Before Adam,” which, some yeafs ago, 


added greatly to Mr. Londen’ London's reputation fer 
originality. 


Much of the subject matter of Ed Mor- 
ell’s lectures on life in San Quentin and 
his relation with Jake Oppenheimer, the 
telegraphic code by which they communi- 
cated continually through the walls, is in- 
fused into “The Star Rover,” and the dex- 
terity of his adaption will no doubt -auz- 
ment the waning reputation for originality 
of Mr. London.

“FRENZIED FINANCE.” 
MONEY. By Owen Johneon. Frederick 
Stokes Company, New York, 
HOSE .who are determined to consider 

*T Owen Johnson as one of the “big” nov- 

elists of the day have considerable 
more material in this thrice-told-tale of 
“Making Money” than was present in “The 
Salamander’’—a most prodigious attempt to 
be sensationally sociological by discoursing 
to a soporiferous length on a swarm of fe- 
male pests. 

“Making Money” is an old story with new 
variations, romantic, flashy, but rushed 
along by a narrative strength not at all 
common in third-rate novelists. Four young 
men, settling down in New York to make 
money, renew the close friendship main- 
tained at college. Attention is chiefly given 
to Tom Beauchamp Crocker, known as Bojo, 
who is engaged to Doris, daughter of Burke, 
one of the biggest fighting men {& Wall 
street. 

Bojo declined to go into his father’s com- 


most punctiliously to allow Burke directly 
to make him wealthy, but enters a broker's 
office and takes advantage of what tips come 
from Burke. 

The money madness of the Street and its 
votaries makes the best part of the book. 
Mr. Johnson is no weakling in style, he 
rushes, and rather breathlessly but graph- 
ically shows the frenzy of Wall-street deals, 
the turmoil occasioned by Burke's strategy, 
with which Bojo (who babbles the confi- 
dence reposed in him, as Burke thought he 
would) is made a catspaw. 

Bojo, heavily rewarded for being the 
catspaw, reimburses friends whom his “tip” 
has ruined, abjures the stock market and 
becomes a horny-handed toller. Doris loves 
him—oh, yes! she loves him more than 
anything else on earth, she says. But when 
the crash comes and Burke's fortune top- 
ples she hurried an engagement with an- 
other fellow who can keep her in the style 
to which she is accustomed.

But how anyone of in- 
telligence can forbid the honest portrayal 
of unpleasant themes by competent, sin- 
cere authors is the amazing enigma that 
has dishearféned and baffled American at- 
thors from Hawthorne to the immediate 
hour.

Fatherland; but in “Searchilights” may be 
found a German so Teutonic that he butch- 
ers his adopted language, makes a conspicu- 
ous point of eating German food, has al! of 
bis wealth invested in German securities, 
and yet remains loyal to his adopted coun- 
try. 

Original and unexpected as that phase fs, 
it is rather of secondary importance to the 
play.

A photograph of Mre. Elaine's former 
wooer so neerly resembles Harry Biaine 
that it is easily mistaken for his own, and 
about this picture develops the crucial an- 
tagonism that Mr. and Mrs. Blaine have 
long felt for each other. 

Harry is rather a careless young sporte- 
man, always in debt, and contemplates mar- 
riage—largely as a matter of convenience— 
with the daughter of the loyal Britisher, 
Adalbert Schmaljtz. Blaine himeelf objects 
to thé marriage because the girl is too good 
for an unloving husband, such as it seems 
Harry would prove. 

But war comes; Harry fights nobly and 
comes back wounded. Blaine proudly pays 
his debts, feels that the stain of doubtful 
parentage is gallantly obliterated and, dis- 
covering that Harry really loves the maiden, 
gives his blessings. 

The character of Schmaltz, largely a cart- 
cature. does much to make the play inter- 
esting. Schmaltz ts the only pleas'ng char- 
acter: circumstances force the qfhers into 
rather disagreeable attitudes—-Harry is e+ 
pecially detestaple. And the play is neither 
significantly strong in theme nor conspicu- 
ously artistic in presentation.

Prof. Pattee says: “He has created a mar- 
velous gallery of characters, taking his 
forty-five novels together, complex and va- 
ried beyond that produced by any other 
American novelist, and there are surpris- 
ingly few repetitions. He stands undoubt- 
edly as the most brilliant of the American 
writers of fiction, the most cosmopolitan, 
the most entertaining.” The chief indict- 
ment against-him is that “he works with- 
out deep emotion, without tenderness, with- 
out altruism, witheut the higher reaches of 
imagination.” 

Hegieston, Mark Twain, Bret Harte, 
George W. Cable and Thomas Nelson Page 
are chief among the other writers of fictian 
whose works (almost in each case the credit 
going to the earlier writings) have been in- 
Guential and of permanent valee. Margaret 
Deland ts also ranked high. 

The more “popular” contemporaries—as 
Booth Tarkington, Jack London, Gertrude 
Atherton, Edith Wharton, Winston Church- 
fll—are passed over without comment as 
being too immediate and not having settled 
into any historica) significance. 

Prof. Pattee bas accomplished the 
ment of the periods and schools so that his 
discussions may be easily followed, and one 
ia not bewildered by names and groups, of 
which there are a great number, for no au- 
thor of any importance at all up to the last 
decade has been allowed to escape a sharp 
scrutiny. 
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LYDE FITCH recognized that the andi- 
ence was the court of last resort and 
he appealed directly to it.. He said 

the “audience bas the right to demand re- 
spect and consideration. It wants 
to be entertained, interested; if In an artis- 
tic way, so much the better—as witness the 
great triumph generally of good plays artis- 
tically done. But it will not be bored by 
‘art for art's sake,’ if that art is bunkum 
and really talk about art for business’ sake!" 

In the “Memortal Edition” (Little, Brown 
& Co.,) edited with an introduction by Mon- 
trose J. Moses and Virginia Gerson, twelve 
plays are included in the four volumes, 
which means that twenty are absented by a 
discrimination that selected the most §n- 
ished and best known. 

Mr. Fitch nearly ruined himself with the 
dramatic critics through such plays as 
“Beau Brummell,” “Nathan Hae,” “Barbara 
Frietchie” and “Captain Jinks of the Horse 
Marines,” for he was romantic at a time 
when the critics, louder than Richard UI 
clamoring for a horse, were crying out: 
“Give us life! Give us the horrors! No man 
ean be a good dramatist without a grisly 
theme.” 

And when he did turn to modern themes, 
and put on the stage some of America's 
most incisive society plays, still his wit and 
craftsmanship made them too interesting for 
the gore-loving critics. He never forgot that 
the audience wants to be entertained; he 
was not sycophantic—he considered it a 
courtesy due those who were invited as his 
audience, 

The two substantia) grievances against 
Mr. Fitch are that he halted tge action often 
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drunk too much at dinner and crawied un- 
der the table; whereu the Crown Prince, 
“who hag a pretty wit,” remarked “with a 
dastiing smile”: “Submarining.” 

The book is a “reprisal,” made without 
verbal violence, and has amusement in it 
for even those not “fond” of England. One 
of the bright, satirieal touches is the chapter 
ta“pieces: The picture of a German soldier 
fy full kit flying along with his feet close 
together and barely off the ground, but sus- 
tained by two little wings of the kind usually 
found on the cherubs of Raphael. 


EXPOUNDED. 
RLD’S HIGHWAY. By 
H. Doran “ea 
ALPH LANE (“Norman Angel)]”) is ver- 
R itably a chameleon with his citizen- 
ship. English he was; then American; 
again English, and new we find him saying 
“we" and “us” in “The World's Highway” 
and meaning “we Americans.” It’s all right, 
only it’s just.as well to remember hig citi- 
senship variability when considering his 
American viewpoint. 

@ portions of “The World's Highway” 
are given over iterating and supporting 
much that has appeared in previous books. 
He takes pains explicitly te affirm that he 
only believes war is @ futile way to settle 
international disputes; that the conqueror 
gaing much less than he fancies; that he 
never said wars were preventable under 
the present mode of government, and that 
it is foolish for a state—as the United States 
—-not to prepare for war. 

The book’s titular theme is something of 
& justification of England's control of the 
seas. Marinism, as contrasted with mili- 
tarism, does not deleteriousiy affect each 
individual of the nation; it is possible for 
a state to bulld up a great navy and main- 
tain it without new political doctrines and 
policies—as cannot be done with militarism, 

And he believes that the world must take 
its choice between allowing Mngiand to con- 
trol the seas or seeing her develop Prussian- 
like militarism in each of her colonies in or- 
der that they may more efficiently take care 
of themselves when Britain's great navy 
ceases to be a bulwark, 

He takes the standpoint that a neutral is 
practically without rights during a state of 
war; that the neutral can neither have, 
nor expect, more rights—without fighting 
for them and ceasing to be neutral—than 
the belligerents voluntarily coneede, and 
that, sinee war is founded op brutality, since 
it is an effort to destroy afd injure the en- 
emy in every way possible, it can't reason- 
ably be expected that the belligerents wil! 
have a sympathetic regard for the neutral’s 
pocketbook checking such operations as 
geem advantageous to the enemy. | 

JAPAN'S DUPLICITY. 


THE FALL OF TEING-TAU. By Jefferson 
H ten Mifflin Company, Boston. 


R. JONES, for some years a resident, 
correspondent and newspaper man in 
Japan, familiar with the Orient and its 
polities, wae one of the few Americans pres- 
ent at the fall of Tsing-tau. 

Hig descriptions of the beleaguered city 
and its fall-—where a garrisen of 4000 op- 
posed 20,000—are not without interest, 
though lacking the graphic intimacy to which 
the reports of correspondents on the Euro- 
pean fronts have accustomed the public. But 
these descriptions, both in length and impor- 
tance, are subordinate to his purported dis- 
closures of Japanese methods and policies. 

He is decidedly of the opinion that Japan 
entered the war arainet the wishes of Great 
Britain; and that’ Japan had in mind the 
subjugation of China, which began with the 
wanton violation of China's neutrality and 
culminated in the martial menace that com- 
pelled China te accede to denationalizing de- 
mands imposed last May in the name of 
the Mikado. 

The Japanese army, he says, was careless 
in matters of sanitation and in discipline 
after entering Tsing-tau; decidedly so in 
contrast to the strict order maintained by 
the British force acting as its ally. 

He points out that British traders and 
residents view with alarm the aggrandize- 
ment of the Japanese in China; that the 
Japanese are neither so gallant as conquer- 
ors nor so honorable in business as reports | 
have it; but that the only oceasion likely to 
draw Japan and the United States into war 
will be if we stand by our friendship with 
China. 

Little faith, he explains, is to be placed in 
Japan's official and diplomatic utterances, 
Often and emphatically she has vouched for 
the territorial integrity of China, and yet 
wrenched off one piece of territory after an- 
other—Formosa, Liao-tung Peninsula, Korea, 
Shan-tung. 

The book is one to arouse the fre of pa- 
cificists, and perhaps furnish a text for 
jingoists—neither is a part of Mr. Jones's 
intention; but in elther case it directs at- 
tention, belated attention, to momentous 
events in the Far East that are casting 
ominous shadows over, not only the United 
States, but the whole Occident. 


GUEST OF THE GRAND DUKE. 


Cormick. The Macmillan Company, New York. 

R. M'CORMICK, by good fortune, was 

invited to the Russian front as the 

guest of the Grand Duke Nicholas, 

was given an audience with the Czar, hob- 

nobbed with Russian generals and princes, 

and saw the Russian army in detail and 
perspective. 

The book was written before the Russian 
reverses last summer, and in view of those 
smashing and repercussive defeats much 
of his enthusiasm for the Slavic war ma- 
chine now seems exaggerated. 

He is confident that it was the Grand 
Duke who halted the Prussian advance on 
Paris by making inroads into Germany; he 
pronounces Nicholas the greatest general 
the war has produced; the Cossacks the 
finest cavalry in the world; the Russian 
artillery superior to that of any other coun- 
try; and reproduces maps of forts (given, 
he says, as a token of Russian courtesy for 
the enlightment of the United States) and 
urges America to build similar defenses.

France” (Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 

When war came, she says, “there were 
no cheers, no gesticulations: the dramatic 
sense of the race had already told them 
that the event was too great to be drama- 

. Ldke a monstrous landslide it had 
fallen across the path of an orderly, labori- 
ous pation, disrupting its routine, annihilat- 
ing its industries, rending fanfilies apart 
and burying under a heap of senseless ruin 
the patiently and painfully-wrought machin- 
ery of civilization.” 

Anguishing as was the ordeal, yet “looked 
back upon from these sterner months, those 
early days in Paris, in their setting of grave 
architecture and summer skies, were the 
light of the idea] and the abstract. The 
sudden flaming up of national life, the abey- 
ance fof every small and mean preoccupa- 
tion, cleared the moral air as the streets 
had been cleared and made the spectator 
feel as though he were reading a great poem 
on War rather than facing its realities.” 

But even the realities of war have not 
whelly eliminated certain feminine weak- 
nesses for department-store bargains.

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MYSTERIES. 
GOLDEN SLIPPER: And Other Problems for 
Vieclet Strange. By Anna Katherine Green.

ILETTANTBE detectives are common 
enough; but Miss Strange is something 
of a debutante as well—a daughter of 
wealth, a princess of social position, dell- 
cate, whimsical and deliberately appearing 
as just the woman who would be among the 
last on earth to take a personal interest in 
crime. Her reputation as a detective, though 
confined to a limited number of pegple, is 
very high and her methods, resembling 
those of many other fictional detectives, are 
presumably infallible. 

Eight of Miss Strange’s adventures are 
chronicled and have no tedious similarity 
between them, though the author of “The 
Leavenworth Case” has used some queer 
shifts on behalf of originality; as when the 
“lost” bullet is found in the throat of a 
strangled baby; as when a marriage takes 
place in a deserted house that leads to the 
bride catching a glimpse of a murderer next 
door; as when a somnambuMst pastes a val- 
uable will behind a picture. 

The titular story will probably impress 
many as the best, since it has a peculiar 
ending, and reaches that ending with dex- 
terity. The father of a wealthy girl who has 
four le. friends éngages Violet 
Strange to determine which of the five has 
kleptomaniacal tendencies because rumor is 
beginning to indicate his own daughter. By 
staining her jewelry so the color will be 
transferred to the fingers of the thief, Vio- 
let succeeds in making more discoveries 
than she anticipated. The story gets the 
title of “The Golden Slipper” by having such 
a slipper left deliberately as a clew.

ero CANFIELD, whose excellent 


work has been previously shown in 

“The Squirrel Cage” and “Hillsboro 
People.” adds a serious, strong, finished and 
fully developed novel to the year’s fiction in 
“The Bent Twig.” The theme is closely re- 
lated to her association with Montessori 
training and her authoritative books on 
motherhood and childhood. : 

But “The Bent Twig” is no repository for 
Propaganda though the basic motive is to 
show something of how the spirit of home 
influence follows to guide with shadowy 
hands the young people through life. 

It is a long novel, and would be intricate 
were it not ably wrought into a flowing nar- 
rative that draws many tributaries to the 
central theme which is of Sylvia, the daugh- 
ter of a college professor in a small town. 

Sylvia's sister, her cousins, aunt, mother, 
father, friends are all elemental figures in 
the story. Each character has a distinct 
role, a definitive personality. 

The author’s idealism has carried her to 
unusual extremes in having a wealthy young 
man abjure and surrender the whole of his 
wealth though socialistic influence, but the 
man’s character is so adroitly developed as 
not to seem inconsistent. 

Mrs, Canfield is an artist to her finger- 
tips; and technique—as it should be—is ro- 
strained and largely concealed. Her con- 
trasts are effective without being strikingly 
obvious or startling. 

Sylvia is largely fascinated by life, things 
that glitter attract. There is nothing bad, 
or even gay, about her. But she seems 
bardly able, as her sister is, to differentiate 
values in pleasure and people. owledge, 
or ethics, were not hammered into her as a 
child; the parents—the most charming char- 
acters of the story—have taken her intelli- 
gence for granted and allowed her to hear, 
speak and think as was perfectly natural. 

In reality the story of three girls is told: 
that of the impetuous Molly, of the compe- 
tent. lovely, quiet Judith, and that of Sylvia: 
and also the full story of two boys, and much 
of third. There is furthermore the story 
of the aunt, a story, which like some strange 
pattern, is not perceived at a glance, and it 
leaves wonderment as to whether she is a 
vampirish creature, or merely what she 
seems—an unfortunately selfish woman. 

There is big work in “The Bent Twig;” 
it is a solid, artistic novel, not smashing or 
catastrophic, but constructive.

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INTERPRETATION OF CHRIST. 
THE MAN JEst’s. By Mary Austin. Warper & 
Bros., New York. 

N “THE MAN JESUS,” Mary Austin has 
perhaps astounded and amazed her ad- 
mirers, but she has certainly confounded 

many of her detractors. In style, hypothesis 
and exposition, it is much finer than any 
book of its kind that has touched our ex- 
perience; and while the orthodox will per- 
haps never look upon it as more than an 
ingenuous and mannerly effort to humanize 
the Christ, its ultimate place will likely be 
with, if not above, the book upon which 
Renan’s fame is based. 

Miss Austin enlarges out of all theologic 
proportions the importance of John the Bap- 
tist, and lays emphasis on the impetus 
given the religious movement that has been 
attributed to Jesus. 

The heretical points—though there-is such 
an absence of controversial attitude, such 
evident sincerity, a plausibility of conjecture 
that dissociated the book from heretica] writ- 
ings—are: That Jesus, after he became a 
teacher, only toward the last of his mission 
looked upon himself as the Messiah. , 

That the reputation of healer was forced 
upon him rather than sought, The phys 
jological value of faith was better than the 
pharmacopoeia of the time; “between touch- 
ing the robe of a prophet and a dose of 
mummy powder as a specific of internal dis- 
offers, the chances of recovery were im- 
measurably in favor of the prophet.” 

That Christ was not dead when taker from 
the cross, and that his resurrection was in- 
stead a return to consciousness which awe- 
somely impressed his disciples who thence- 
forth fervently preached victory over the 
grave. 

Of course, Miss Austin’s study of Jesus is 
absolutely irreconcilable with even the faint- 
est of orthodox creeds, though there is evi- 
dent effort on her part to use no phraseology 
that will offend-the most sensitive faith. She 
has advanced the hypothesis that will, we 
are sure, indubitably be accepted by those 
who belleve Jesus to have been a great 
teacher and only that. And her very lack of 
argumentation is one of the most impressive 
features, and heightens exceedingly the con- 


vincing qualities of the book.

The record of the newcomers in poetry 
has been even more remarkable, though 
none of the more distinguished have been 
wholly without previous literary experience. 
William Samuel Johnson's “Prayer for 
Peace” was one of the most notable volumes 
of poetry published during the year. It 
made its appeal, not through novelty of form 
or eccentricity of theme, but with pure 
rhythm and poetic conceptions. 

“Spoon River Anthology,” by Edgar Lee 
Masters, swept the country, being ecstati- 
cally hailed as “great,” of “lasting fanfe” 
and with many other infringements on the 
prerogatives of posterity. A book of ster- 
ling substance, it is; depressing, largely mor- 
bid, but original, yet simple and true. 

This year found a wide appreciation for 
Robert Frost's “North of Boston.” Mr. 
Frost being a new poet who found occasfon 
to bring out his book first in England, where 


it met with favor that was almost duplicated 


in America. 

Lincoin Colcord, new as a poet, reached 
Whitmanic heights in the largely Whit 
manic form of “Visions of War.” 

The laure! for poetic drama goes easily to 
William Lindsay's “Red Wine of Rousil- 
lon”—a plece of work admirably combining

AN ANALYSIS OF KIPLING. 


RUDYARD KIPLING. By John Palmer. Henry 
Holt @ Co., New York. 


@R. PALMER is a competent critic. His 

\ 1 estimate of Mr. Kipling’s work, 

though too brief to be of great im- 
portance, is illuminating and valuable. 

He takes the viewpoint that Mr. Kipling, 
instead of" being, as the general opinion has 
it, a blunt, artless, forceful writer, ig de 
cidedly a cunning author, and where “he 
seems most closely to rub sleeves with the 
raw stuff of life, we find him most aloof, 
most deliberately an artificer.” 

- Mr. Kipling has simply capitalized India, 
Mr. Palmer says. And to many people it 
seems far-fetched to ascribe to the youthful 
Kipling the cunning that made him “not 
write of India because India was essential 
to his genius, but because he was shrewd 
enough to realize that nothing could better 
sepve the purpose of a young author 

to exploit his first-hand acquisition of an 
inexhaustible store of fresh and excellent 
material.” 

But Mr. Palmer’s argument is that Mr. 
Kipling was not limited to India; that after 
the “Plain Tales from the Hills” he might 
have turned to any other country or field 
with results as excellent. The critic de- 
tects artificiality and the shifts of the me- 
chanic in the studies of the social life at 
Simla and in the soldier stories. . 

But Mr. Palmer is at no pains to “break 
a halo” or dim the fame of Mr. Kipling. 
“Kim” is called “one of the few really 
beautiful stories in modern literature... 
the best of all Indian tales.” The “Jungle 
Books” are called “the best of al] the books.” 

The Kipling characteristic is definitely 
summed up in saying “he has never been 
able to resist the lure of things technical. 
If he writes of a horse he must write as 
though he had bred and sold horses all of 
his life. If he writes of a steam engine he 
must write as though he has spent his life 
among pistons and cylinders. He writes 
of ships and the sea, of fox-hunting, of the 
punishing of Pathans, of drilling by com- 
panies and of agriculture; and he writes as 
one from whom no craft could hide its mys- 
teries.” 

The most surprising point of Mr. Pal- 
mer’s criticism is his utter lack, not only 
of admiration, but of respect for Mr. Kip- 
ling’s verse. But Mr. Kipling’s verse, like 
all the other good thines in literature, past, 
present or future, is affected very little by 
what critics—newspaper or otherwise— 
think of It.

sustained. However, it is pointed out that 
his facility for writing created an inartistic 
bulk, powerful, but lacking (excepting in 
“The House of the Dead”) the finished con- 
struction required of masterpieces. Tolstoy 
is described as being great tn spite of him- 
self—that is, Prince Kropotkin shows that 
in spite of Tolstoy's evident intention to 
“preach” through his characters they often

Prince Kropotkin’s exposition is really a 
hand-book to Russian literature; he dis- 
cusses scores of names unknown in the 
West; analyzes the movements and in-

INTERPRETATION OF CARLYLE. 
CARLYLE: How te Know Him. By Bliss Perry. 

Bobbs-Merri!l Company, Indianapolis. 

HE instinctive suspicion aroused fn every 
careful reader by the titular phrase of 
“How to know” any author of unusual 

power disappears before a book signed by 
Bliss Perry. Prof. Perry is one of the real, 
sympathetic, literary scholars of the day and 
his “Carlyle” may be conservatively spoken 
of as an excellent interpretative presenta- 
tion 


Prefatorially he sets forth: “Carlyle the 
critic of books, Carlyle the biographer and 
historian of great men and great events, 
Carlyle the prophet and mystic are thus es- 
sentially and radically one. To disbelieve 
this message or ‘gospel’ of Carlyle is quite 
within the rights of any contemporary 
reader, but there is no longer any excuse 
for misunderstanding it.” 

Very briefly, but not without saying much, 
Prof. Perry discusses the “storm of detrac- 
tion” that broke over Carlyle’s memory after 
Froude’s notorious edition of. “Carlyle’s 
Reminiscences,” “Life of Carlyle” and “The 
Letters and Memortals of Jane Welsh Car- 
lyle;” and it is argwed that Froude was car- 
ried away by bad judgment rather than in- 
fluenced by malicious intent in stupidly ex- 
posing Carlyle’s intense exaggerations and 
passionate words to the public without as- 
suaging their effect by a decent explanation. 

But that controversy is dead. It matters 
not. The works of Carlyle,.not the quarrel 
about his domestic affairs, are posterity’s 
inheritance. 

With apt and felicitous excerpts Prof. 
Perry has succeeded amazingly wel!—amaz- 
ingly, indeed, when one remembers the bulk 
of Carlyle’s work and the Intensity with 
which he wrote on every subject—in allow- 
ing Carlyle to “explain himself and his 


| views as adequately as the inexorable 


count of pages will permit.” 


The book is not designed to be a substi. | 


tute for Carlyle’s works; it is rather an 
introduction to them—a proper guidance for 
those who perhaps otherwise would blunder 
along, bewildered in the maze, erratic sen- 
tences and heterogeneous, thunderous phi- 
losophy.

The politician is pleased to Interpret his- 
tory ag meaning that primitive mankind by 
degrees evolves out of itself the best edu- 
cated part, the civilized world which gradu- 
ally spreads and finally must embrace all 
the people that are left behind in this his- 
toric movement, including them all in one 


by establishing everlasting, in 


peace. 

But what of disease and death? Mr. Z. 
inquires, and adds that if Jeath is final, if 
death ends all, then it “is clear that every 
progressive activity of civilization is in 
vain—it is aimless and senseless.” 

Mr. Z. believes the source of impulse for 
action should come from the conscience and 
an “inspiration of good” and he attains a 
rather metaphysical bnception of the ideal 
by saying society should “come to its climax 
in a living unity formed of the revived past 
together with the evolving future in the 
eternal present of the Kingdom of God, 
which will indeed be on earth, but only on 
a new earth which Is lovingly united to a 
new heaven.”

In conclusion is an 
impressive, sensational allegory, represent- 
ing the overflow of the Mongolian race 
throughout the world and the establishment 
of a pretender as the successor of Christ, 
and the final overthrow of the anti-Christ 
by heavenly interference. The significance 
of the allegory seems to be in its intent to 
show that man, neither by force nor paternal 
civilization, nor by the exercise of virtue for 
virtue’s own sake, can attain to the heights 
by which he may be led through allegiance 
to God,

stoic philosophy which he calls “the great- 
est system of organized thought which the 


Greco-Roman World before the coming of 
Christianity with its inspired Book and its 
authoritative revelation.” 

The first criticism is that the philosophy, 
“starting out with every intention of fac- 
ing the problem of the world by hard 
thought and observation, resolutely exclud- 
ing all appeal to tradition and mere mythol- 
ogy, it ends by making this tremendous as- 
sumption—that there is a beneficent pur- 
pose in the world and that the force which 
moves nature is akin to ourselves,” 

The second is that stoicism “is based on 
rather crude psychology. It was over-intel- 
lectualized. Stoicism, in company 
with almost all philosophy up to the present 
time, has gone astray through not suffl- 
ciently realizing its dependence on the hu- 
man mird as a natural biological product.” 

Prof. Murray points out that there is and 
has always been in mankind a hunger for 
“The existence of a common 
instinctive belief In the mind of man gives 
at least a presumption that there must be 
a good cause for that belief,” and that, as 
man is positively gregarious, “our own 
yearning and our almost tneradicable tnstinc- 
tive conviction, since they are certainly not 
founded on either reason or observation, 
are in origin the groping of a lonely-souled, 
gregarious anima! to find its herd or its 
herd leader in the great spaces between the 
stars.” 

“The Stoic Philosophy” appears aa it 
given for the Conway Memorial Lecture this 
year and is a brief, instructive, lucid expos!- 
tion and analysis of what is perhaps the 
greatest of philosophies allied with agnos- 
ticism.

He paints every- 
thing he sees, for he sees everything 
artistically. Hence the exhibition is 
very diversified, full of surprise and 
“pep.” It gives us a riot of color, for 
the artist is not afraid to express what 
he feele—and he feels keenly. Beauty 
takes him and holds him wherever he 
turns. I would like to see Mr. Yens 
paint. His eager enthusiasm, his 
starry-eyed abandon to his impres- 
sion, must be delightful to witness. 
Fortunate the beginners in art expres- 
sion who have such a guide. 

There is no printed catalogue to the 
exhibition, so I wandered about at 
random, enjoying the light, the life 
and the color in the pictures, but not 
troubling to take many notes. The 
main consideration is that I enjoyed 
myself hugely, and that I want my 
readers to run out to the Poltyech- 
nic and find the same pleasure. 
However, I must call your atten- 
tion to the large oil study for a mural 
decoration entitied “The Founding of 
San Gabriel.” It is still in a very 
tentative state, but the big idea is 
there, and much of the life and color 
that will be carried into the finished 
product. There are many Span- 
jards and Indians, grouped about 
the pictured Virgin, who, the legend 
runs, assumed a shining halo when 
the Indians attempted to attack the 
voyagers, and thus awed and fright- 
ened them into that submission which 
hecame conversion to Christianity. As 
a picture the subject needs further 
attention In the matter of composi- 
tion, but of course, Mr. Yens knows 
this even better than I. \ 
You will be attracted, as I was, to 
the study of a Japanese flower stall 
set by a roadside near fields of flow- 
ers blooming for the market. It is 
painted in rich reds and clear laven- 
ders, and the foreground shadow, 
made by an awning of boards above 
the booth, is barred with long slashes 
of sunlight. The outdoor feeling is 
very strong, you know that the scene 
ie true.

Peter Coop- 
er Hewitt is closely connected with 
a number of large enterprises, includ- 
ing realty and coal mining, but has 
long been known as a scientist and 
inventor, 


The Nobel prize in medicine was 
recently awarded to Dr. Robert Ba- 
rany by the Caroline Institute in 
Stockholm, Sweden. When the Euro- 
pean war broke out Dr. Barany left 
his position as lecturef at the Vienna 
University to enlist as a volunteer, 
bodily ailments having exempted him 
from compulsory military service, and 
at his own request he was sent to the 
hottest front. Accordingly he was as- 
siened, as a physician, to the fort at 
Przemysi, to have charge of a mili- 
tary hospital of 250 beds. So exact- 
ing was his work there among the 
wounded that he was performing sur- 
gical operations fourteen hours a day, 
and took time besides to give lec- 
tures to his associates and to write 
three scientific papers. When Przem- 
yel fell he was still at his poet, and 
the ordeal was so severe for him that 
hig hair turned from black to white 
in a short while. Captured prisoner 
by the enemy, he was transported 
with the other prisoners from the 
fort to Russia and sent to Irkutsk in 
Siberia. Suffering and privation re- 
duced him to a potnt where he had 
no resistance against disease and soon 
became tll with malaria: was later 
sent to Merw, where he was supposed 
to be located at the time he was 
awarded the Nobel prize.

VAST PxOGRESS 
WAR-COMPELLED. 


Americans Finding Profit in 
Supplying Own Needs. 


Output of Valuable Staples 
Increased Enormously. 


Benzol, Nicotine, Potash and 
Dyestuffs on List. 


Before the European war this coun- 
try was producing only 3,000,000 gal- 
lons of benzo! per year, but now many 
of the large steel works are recovering 
their bepzol and the production has 
increased to 15,000,000 gallona The 
Gemand for benzol for war purposes 
has been so great that even the in- 
creased supply has not been sufficient. 
And prices have been almost too high 
for manufacturers to use benzol for 
making ordinary products not connect- 
ed with war. 

At normal prices benzol will be 
used largely for the manufacture of 
other products, and with the develop- 
ment that is now going on it is be- 
iiMeved the German domination in this 
product will be a thing of the past. 
There is one use for benzol, for in- 
stance, which ie practical and sure, 
and that is ts use for motive purposes 
in automobiles in place of gasoline. 
It is being used largely in Burope for 
that purpose, and the only reason it 
has not been used here has been the 
Mmited production and the high price, 
it normally being about double the 
cost of gasoline. With the present 
immense production, however, the cost 
has been reduced until now it can be 
manufactured and sold at a profit at 
the proportionate price of gasoline, 
and that will be done as soon as the 
war is over. 

The production of barium has also 
been undertaken tn this country as a 
resuit.of the Buropean war. Mesers. 
Toch Bros., manufacturers of paints. 
etc., realized within two weeks after 
the war started that a very important 
part of the firm's business would be 
obliterated if bartum compounds for- 
merly obtained from Europe could not 
be supplied: <A large tract of land 
was purchased at Sweetwater, Tenn., 
containing the mineral barite, and in 
lees than two months barium salts 
were being shipped to the firm's Long 
Island City works. That wae in Octo- 
ber, 1914. Since that time, the plant 
at Sweetwater has been working nicht 
and day, while additional mines have 
been purchased. 

VAST SUPPLY OF POTASH. 


Dr. Thomas H. Norton, Commercial 
Agent of the Department of Commerce, 
has recently announced the develop- 
ment of a new process of extracting 
potassium from feldspar which will 
give to America a practically unlimited 
supply of potash, millions of dollars 
worth of which Is annually used in 


‘tother tmportant industries depend up- 


on potash salts in abundance at 
comparatively low cost. 

Dr. Norton explained that the new 
process for the extraction of potas- 
sium carbonates from feldspar for ob- 
taining potash for use in industrial 
manufactures is in no way related to 
what he has said heretofore concern- 
ing the practicable processes for the 
extraction of potash from the vast de- 
posits of kelp which lie along the Pa- 
cifie Coast to a value, he estimated, of 
not less than $150,000,000. It is Dr. 
Norton's idea that the kelp de- 
posits should be utilized for the pro- 
duction of potash as agricultural fer- 
tilizer. 

Since German potash exports have 
been shut off the product has risen 
from a normal price of $38 a ton to 
$200 a ton, and even more. 

RICH MINE WATERS. 

Experiments extending over about 
three years have proved that most 
Mmine water has within it by-prod- 
ucts of exceptional vaiue. These 
products are sulphuric acid and ferric 
oxide, used extensively in the manu- 
facture of paigt pigments, printers’ 
inks, wallpaper inks and the Itke ar- 
tices, and a residue that is valuable 
for fertilizers, gas-purifying products 
and other articles that have previously 
been largely imported from foreign 
countriés. : 

The H. C. Frick Coke Company has 
begun experiments to recover chemi- 
cals from the 4,000,000 or more gal- 
lons of water pumped from its mine 
near Connellsville, Pa., every twenty- 
four hours. From this amount of 
water’ it is stated, will be teken an 
average quantity of sulphuric acid 
and other products that will make the 
water a source of income instead of 
an expense. After these chemicals 
are taken from it, the water can be 
used for chilling coke or other pur- 
posea, thus multiplying the water seup- 
ply. 
At the Calumet mine of the same 
company, another plant is In course 
of erection, where it is expected to 
treat in a like manner the 3,000,000 
galiens of water pumped out every 
day. At this mine it is sald the water 
is much more heavily laden with 
chemical products than at the David- 
son mine, 

Among the largest users of sul- 
phuric acid in the world ts the United 
States Steel Corporation, of which the 
H. Cc. Frick Coke Company ts a subsai- 
diary. This acid is used for pickling 
steel plates, tinning, galvanizing and 
the fabrication of galvanized pipe 
and wire and associated forms of 
steel. 

The pigments derived are used for 
the manufacture of paint colors rang- 
Ing from an egg-yellow to the most 
brilliant carmine, the different tints 
being made by subjecting the material 
to different degrees of heat. 

These products wil) yield about $50 
to $60 per 100,000 gallons of water, 
it ig stated. It is proposed to install 
plants at the other mines of the com- 
pany that yield large quantities of 
water regnated with" valuable 
chemicals. 

DYES AND NICOTINE. 


The Pearsite Company of New York 
and Pittsburgh has secured cdntrol 
of an invention for handling hydro- 
carbons, which will “short circuit” 
former methods of making dye stuffs. 
It is expected within a couple of 
months the company will be produc- 
ing 10,000 pounds of dye stuffs daily 
which will do much to relieve the

PLENTY OF TOYS. 


An examination of the toy depart- 
ments in the stores, to the casual eyo, 
at least, reveals no serious shortage in 
the supply, and the American boy and 
girl need have no fears lest they will 
not be made happy with their annua! 
Christmas playthings just as in other 
years and as if the war had never 
happened. American toy factories ap- 
parently are meeting with entire suc- 
cess the emergency caused by the cut- 
ting off of the supply of foreign toys, 
chiefly from Germany, and are now 
enjoying a big revenue, which 
formerly was attracted abroad. 

‘An American manufacturer of toys, 
commenting on the unusual] situation, 
notes that the importation of German 
toys in 1913 was worth $8,856,575, 


consumption was valued at $8,264,000. 
He insisted that the home manufac- 
turer could easily duplicate the work 
of the German producer of toys in 
every line except one, and that is the 
cheap mechanical toy. There Ger- 
many Was supreme, and would con- 
tinue to be. But in the midst of a 
myriad other kinds of toys, the Ameri- 
can youngster will have little cause 
for complaining over the absence of 
this German specialty from his Christ- 
mas stocking. 
EFFECTS OF SMOKE. 

Renders Architectural Beauty Al- 
most Impossible, Shortens Life of 
Metal Work, Lengthens Fog Period. 
{Indianapolis News:}] John O’Con- 
nor, Jr., of the Mellon institute of in- 
dustrial research, University of Pitts- 
burgh, points out in the Popular Sci-/ 
ence Monthly some of the effects of 
the smoke nuisance as determined by 
actual experiment, including the effect 
on building material, the effect on 
meteorological conditions, the effect 
on vegetation and the effect on health. 
He finds that as a result of restrictions 
in design and vse of material en- 
forced by the presence of smoke real 
architectural beauty is almost impos- 
sible. He says that an ex essively 
smoky atmosphere compels special 
care in the arrangement of drain 
pipes so that there will be no splash- 
ing of soot carrying water: moldings 
must be designed so that rain will not 
wash the face of the soot which col- 
lects on top, and drips must be pro- 
vided on all projections. Undercut- 
ting, delicacy of incised line and 
sharpness of angular forms must be 
foregone, for the soot deposited will 
in time fill up the crevices and destroy 
the beauty of the outline, leaving a 
mass of dirty, shabby masonry. As a 
result of the effect of smoke, stone, as 
a building material, is being gradually 
replaced by glazed brick and terra 
cotta, : 

Smoke affects stone in two ways. 
First, it solls the surface, rendering it 
a grimy color, which means either the 
logs of all artistic effect from color 
contrast, or frequent washing of the 
bullding with consequent expense and 
deterioration of the building due to the 
acid content of the cleaner, and, sec- 
ond, the smoke has an actual destruc- 
tive action on all stones, particularly 
those stones containing calcium or 
magesium carbonates. When soot 
containing tar comes into contact 
with the metal surface the tar causes 
sulphuric and sulphurous acids to 
cleave to the metal which quickly eat 
Into the surface. Inquiry among 
metal workers in Pittsburgh diecloses 
the fact that metal work th a smoky 
city lasts only half as long as in a city 
where there is no smoke. 

A smoky atmosphere intensifies a 
fog and causes it to persist longer 
than it otherwise would. As a conse- 
quence there are fewer hours of sun- 
shine in a emoky city than in those 
which are free from smoke. Experi-! 
ments carried on by the smoke inves- 
tigation of the Mellon institute In 
Pittsburgh and in Sewickley, a small 
residential town, twelve miles north- 


burgh had 25 per cent. less sunlight 
and 40 per cent. leas daylight than 
Sewickley. It was also found that the 
limit of visibility tin the business sec- 
tion of Pittsburgh was about one- 
tenth that in the open country. 

It was found that gases and smokes 
have a deleterious action upon vegeta- 
tion, and that the vegetation about a 
manufacturing plant may be marked 
off in concentric belts, each belt being 
represented by a certain form of plant 
life, since certain plants are more sus- 
ceptible to smoke than others. When 
emall quantities of soot were distrib- 
uted over growing plants the leaves so 
treated soon and many of 
them began to die at the tips, while 
the growth of the plants was checked, 

Dr. Oskar Klots finds that pulmon- 
ary anthracosisma conditions, where 
carbon particles of extraneous origin 
are deposited in the lungs, is an urban 
disease, the prevalence of which is in 
proportion to the sgaokiness of the at- 
mosphere. His examinatior ‘of the 
lungs of adult residents of Pittsburgh 
showed relatively mote carbor deposit 
than lungs of those living in smaller 
manufacturing communities. Dr. 
Samuel Haythorn finds that this de- 
posit of carbon itn the lungs, while it 
has no significance in tuberculosis 
cases, exerts a powerful influence on 
the course of pneumonia, deterring re- 
covery and in some cases indirectly 
causing the death of the patient. Sum- 
marizing the results of the medical 
investigations it appears that smoke 
has a tremendous influence in increas- 
ing the severity and mortality of acute 
diseases of the alr passages. In addi- 
tion, it lowers natural body resistance 
so that it can be sald that the smokier 
the atmosphere the more colds and 
cases of bronchitis there will be.

The majority of the suits that I saw 
In the fashion salons were made with 
long coats, but there were ai few 
notable exceptions, so that the wom- 
an who really prefers a short-coated 
street gown may wear one and feel 
quite right. I saw one very charming 
little model, a deep blue velvet made 
with a coat reaching just below the 
waist line and with quite narrow 
shoulder seams and slim, straight ef- 
fect. It sported a collar of chinchilla 
and a band across the front of the 
coat of the same fur. 

The back of the coat, which was 
cut in loose folds, was held in slichtiy 
at the waist by cords and chinchilla 
buttons. A wider band of the fur fin- 
ished the gown in front. 

An afternoon fcown of white chif- 
fon was trimmed on the skirt with 
broadcioth and beaver bands, and the 
short ‘broadcloth coat bore a design 
of beaver upon collar and cuffs. The 
coat was a belted model, with wide 
waist line. 

Another gown particularly fetching 
was of blue veivet with bandings of 
skunk ‘fur on the tunic, which was 
short in front and long in back; the 
under part and sieeves of the waist 
were made of rich biack motre silk.

chosen and made with fastidious taste. 

One gown at the fashion show 
stands out particularly in my memory, 
and the girl who wore it was a Deau- 
tiful little creature, radiantly wearing 
the gown and enhancing its appeal. 
She was one of those pearly-skinned 
blondes with a hint of warm color in 
her flesh and rich red lips and vivid 
flush in her cheek. Her hair was a 
wonderful sort of old gold shade. The 
gown was of a deep sea foam green, 
shading to more delicate tints of the 
same color. It was made with one 
of those little bodices which seem 
searcely to deserve the name, 580 
sheer and ephemeral! are they. Just a 
few drapes of tulle and a mere band 
of brilliants across the shoulder to 
hold the gauzy green waist in nlace.

MONEY RAISED TO FIGHT JAPS 
NOW BONE OF CONTENTION. 


Demand Return of 
Sums Given, as There is a Suspicion

SHANGHAI, Nov. 2.—Charges and 
counter-charges are made daily in 
the Chinese press concerning the use 
of the Salvation Fund which was 
started at the height of the boycott 
against the Japanese in an effort to 
provide money for the strengthening 
of China. There have been many 
sta ents made as to the sums sub- 
scri The promoter, Ma Tsau-son, 
set $50,000,000 as the goal which the 
fund should reach within six months. 
Some of the contributors understood 
that their funds were to be returned 
if the goal was not reached in the 
specified time. 

With the appearance of the mo- 
narchical movement, contributions 


slumped and disgruntied contributors 
demanded their money back, saying 
that they did not care to continue 
their support ofthe fund on deposit 
in government banks. 

No exact statement has been made 
as to the exact amount of money con- 
tributed, although it is generally re- 
ported that at least $5,000,000 Mexi- 
can was actually paid in. Some 
large subscribers refused to pay con- 
tributions when it became clear that 
the monarchy is to be re-established. 

There is difference of opinion as to 
what disposition shall be made of it. 
Some members say that the fund 
must be kept going and devoted to 
the extension of Chinese industries. 
Ma Tsau-gon recently printed a let- 
ter in all the Chinese papers saying 
that the fund was started with a good 
object, which has been defeated by 
the recent upheaval in politics, and 
that the money given to the fund 
must be returned to the donors. He 
also says that he will take legal steps, 
if necessary, to protect contributofs. 

Yu Ya-ching, the chairman of the 
committee which is handling the 
fund, and Ma Teau-s0on have had 
much correspondence concerning the 
matter, most of which has been pub- 
lished. The chairman is seeking de- 
lay for further consideration of the 
demands made by subscribers who 
gave their money to help.to strength- 
en the republic and have no sympa- 
thy with the movement to re-estab- 
lish the monarchy.

PUMICE MINE ISOLATED 
IN SALTON SEA CRATER. 


- [BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


LIPATRIA, Dec. 4.-——Mystery 
( overhangs the apparent dynamit- 

ing of a ditch bank east of here 
last night and the flooding and isolat- 
ing of what is claimed to be the only 
known available commercial deposit 
of pumice in the world. 

Following within twenty-four hours 
of the publication of a story that 
the Calipatria pumice mine had ob- 
tained a contract to furnish pumice to 
the Bethlehem Steel Works for use 
in polishng projectiles for the allies, 


a sinister attempt by war enemies is 


seen. 

Robert L. Laughlin, a mining en- 
gineer and former Princeton man, 
who ts In charge of the works nine 


miles northwest of here, sald tonight 


that some explosive had clearly been 
used in causing a flood over the road 


from a waste-way ditch. The charac- 


ter of the soll is such that when water 
is put on it becomes an oozy mud and 
he estimated that it will be three 
weeks hefore the big trucks which 
transport the pumice to Callpatria will 
be able to be used for shipments. 

With the shut-down of the pumice 
works on one of the islands off Sicily, 
that of Calipatria ie the chief source 
of supply for the .world. It is taken 
from an old crater and was former- 
ly an island in Salton Sea.

HOW FRENCH 
PLANNED RUSH. 


Each Part of German Sector 
is Carefully Mapped. 


Men Knew Their Objectives 
Before They Started. 


Thorough Preparation is 
Attributed Success. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

PARIS, Nov. 29.—The battle of 
Champagne, according to information 
received from most reliable sources, 
Was @ series of assaults by different 
Sections of the French forces, each of 
which had its particular object in 
view, arranged to harmonize with the 
General plan, but executed inde- 
pendently. The lines that were forced 
were those organized by the Germans 


after the battle of the Marne and 
rfected by a year of systematic la- 
r to a point where their defenders 
had so much confidence in them that 
the officers in command, though an- 


'ticipating an attack, were caught in 


their beds by the first lines of the 
French rush. 

The trenches were not only forti- 
fied by every means that the war of 
trenches has developed, but the posi- 
tion was naturally strengthened by a 
line of heights north of Perthes from 
Souain to Tahure by the twin heights 
Mammelle Nord and Mammelle Sud 
north of the Mesnil, with the strong 
fortifications of excellent support, and 
Were strongly organized. on 
these heights were two positions about 
two miles apart, the first composed of 
three lines of parallel trenches . in 
some places and five in others with 
barbed wire defenses between them. 
All the ground covered by these post- 
tions was also fortified with transver- 
sal and diagonal trenches permitting 
lateral and enfilating fire with re- 
doubts so armored as to hold out and 
continue firing even after the trenches 
had been demolished. YIn the most ex- 
posed spots in ‘evel country there 
were labyrinths and networks. 

Complicated as were these earth- 
works they had no secrets for the 
French staff. Every one of those 
trenches, redoubts, communicating 
trenches and labyrinths had been lo- 
cated, named or numbered and 
plotted on the General Staff maps, so 
that each sector knew exactly what it 
would find. The ranges of every part 
of those lines had been taken and 
when the artillery opened the three- 
inch shelis fell with deadly precision 
upon the defense works, leveling 
trenches, demolishing redoubts and 
blockhouses with loopholes, blocking 
up communicating trenches and oblit- 
erating barbed wire entanglements.

covered all the ground covered by the 
first line and the supporting trenches 


as far as the second position the heavv 


Suns attacked general headquarters 
and encampments further back, com- 
pletely blocking railway traffic by the 
destruction of stations and making it 
impossible to bring up supplies to the 
trenches of the first on during 


seventy-two hours. 


While the bombardment was in 
progress the officers explained to the 
men of each different sector what the 
genera] plan was and what part hir 
particular sector was to take in it. 
The men knew from the maps that 
were shown them what they would 
find after they had leaped over the 
parapet of the first trench; they knew 
from their’ instructions what they 
were to do at eacu obstacle. They 
knew what their final objective was 
and when they reached it, though 
ignorant of what the adjoitiing sector 
was to do further than the columns 
were to meet at a designated spot. To 
this thorough p:eparation is attrib- 
uted by the most competent critics the 
success of the first rush and the re- 
markable high proportion of prison- 
ers taken. 


SLAVS RECOVER

Both reported early today that they 
had lost their anchors and. suffered 
some other minor damage yesterday 
in a severe gale off Jaffa. The Caesar 
was to proceed to the south, how- 
ever, taki refugees to Alexandria, 
while the Moines was on her 
way to Cyprus under Indefinite or- 
ders, which might take her to other 
Mediterranean islands. 

The disposition of navy officials was 
to regard {tt as impossible that any 
American warship had been attacked 
either through accident or otherwise. 

It was said by officials that an at- 
tack upon one of the Greek-owned 
vessels of American ry might 
present a rather difficult problem, but 
that it was highly improbable that 
the United States would feel justified 
in making it an international issue.

The -piping of natural gas from the 
Central California i! ‘ields to Los 
Angeles and its metropolitan. district 
has opened the way for several forms 
of industrial development. Natural 
gas, for one thing, nas made it possi- 
ble for this .section of the country to 
compete with the established eastern 
centers in the manufacture of window 
pglass, for practically all the ingredi- 
ents of the product are to be found 
here in abundance. The Hurrie com- 
pany, which js a close corporation 
with no promotion objective in view, 
has started out on a large scale and 
plans a continuous expansion as its 
market grows,

Sunday, the plans of the company call 
for the eventual ovtilizatfon of the 
whole of a five-acre tract purchased 
in the Torrance factory district.

INTERESTING PROCESS. 

The process of manufacturing win- 
dow giass is most interesting. The 
main building of the new Torrance 
plant will contain a tank sixty feet 
long, sixteen feet wide at one end and 
eighteen feet at the other, and having 
a depth of five feet. This tank, which 


will literally be a gigantic cauldron, 
ve hold 400 tons of molten glass at 
au me. 


The proportions of the ingredients 
entering tnto the product may be ti- 
lustrated from the fact that in the 
creation of the 400 tons of the mo- 
lasses-like substance necessary to fill 
the tank there will be used 320 tons 
of sand; seventy-five tons of lime, 
sixty-five tons of sulphate of soda, 
twenty tons of soda ash, 500 pounds of 
coal and varying quantities of minor 
elements. This when melited consti- 
tutes the “miz.” 

In actual worse of operation 400 
pounds of the “mix” are scooped up 

a gigantic Ducket at intervals of 
about twenty minutes ang conveyed 
from the narrower to the wider end of 
the tank, where the temperature is 
maintained at 2500 degrees Fahren- 
heit. This, it may be expiained. is 
the beginning of the “cooling-off” 
process, as the heat at the other end 
of the tank is kept at 3200 degrees.

Convinced of the income possibili- 
ties of attractive and moderate-priced 
apartments in the close-in portion of 
the North Wilshire district, O. P. Den- 
nis, of the architectural firm of O.

Won Grand Prize at the Panama-Pacific International 


and All Foreign Countries—Exrhibit to go to the San 


Products of the Old South 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA cotton 
was easily the feature of the Cali- 
fornia State section in the Palace 

of Agriculture at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. Designed 
merely to call attention to the most 
significant of the later developments 
of agriculture in California, the cot- 
ton display not only led in interest in 
the Golden State’s own exhibits, but 
constituted one of the sensations of 
the exposition itself. ‘To the utter 
amazement of all, Southern California 
cotton was awarded the grand prize 
for the best display of cotton and its 
by-products over the oldest cotton 
growing sections in the country. 

From the time it was matalled the 
exhibit attracted the attention of 
everyone. It is estimated that at 
least a million visitors inspected it. 
The exhibit was one of the most effec- 
tive agencies of publicity California 
had at the fair. 

The handling of the display was a 
good excmple of the exhibitor’s art 
at its best. Flanked on either side by 
bales of snowy cotton and by manu- 
factured cotton goods, stood an old- 
time spinning whee! that from morn- 
ing till night turned lint into cotton 
thread. Mrs. Ella Swickard, who 
learned as a gir! in Texas to fashion 
the insubstan lint into strong even 
thread, was e manipulator of the 
antique machine. 

Her deftness was the marvel of the 
visitors, most of whom had never seen 
a spinning wheel in use. While she 
took the cotton from the bolls and 
drew it out into thread on the wheel 
she lectured to the crowd. The cotton 
spun was sent to various Southern 
California schools to be woven. Among 
the exhibits In the booth were a num- 
ber of towels woven by students in 
the Los Angeles schools.

In ‘the Imperial Valley that 
by 1913, 20,000 acres produced 
22,000 0 bales of. cotton, 600 pounds to 
the bale. In the next year the Im- 
perial acreage jumped to 560,000, 
producing 68,000 baies of cotton, 
worth, under normal conditions, 
$5, 500, 000. This year Imperial has a 


‘crop of 75,000 bales, worth 12 cents 


a pound. The Paio Verde people es- 
timate that they will have 10,000 
acres in cotton in 19186. . 

Imperial county, and that part of 
Riverside county lying in the Palo 
Verde Valley, are ideal for the pro- 
duction of cotton. Both areas have 
the climate of Egypt, with no rain to 
beat down the cotton and soil the lint 
in the boll. Both have a soil. of won- 
derful fertility, and abundant water 
to force the plant to grow rapidly un- 
der the warm sun and produce the 
greatest amount of lint. 

Like Egypt, these valleys produce 
the highest grade of long staple cot- 
ton, but so attractive has the market 
been for short stapie cotton, and so 
heavy is the yield, that the planters 
have made this about 70 per cent. of 
their output. Practically all the Im- 
perial cotton is either sold for manu- 
facture in California or shipped to 


Japan, where weavers express a pref- 


erence for it, 

There is a growing movement in the 
Imperial Valley toward a greater pro- 
duction of long staple ‘otton, especial- 
ly since the development by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
of the Durango cotton, a variety that 


compares in fineness and length with 


the best sea island cotton and is a 
heavier producer than that variety.

Southern 
California automobile owners have 
wailed against the rise in gasoline, 
cent by cent, and they wonder when 
the lift will stop. ¢ 

, The Los Angeles motorist hag one 
consolation, however. When the price 
of gasoline goes up here, it likewise 
goes up all over the country. How is 
it, the motorist asks, that all the 
companies raise the price on the 
same day? 

The motorist wants to know the 
reason for the increased expense of 
operating an automobile. The reason 
is this: The price is reguiated by the 
big oll companies. When they want 
to start operators boring for oll, when 
they wish to develop new wells, they 
raise the price of crude oll. When 
crude goes up, gasoline goes up. 
After enough new wells have been 
developed, the talk about the scarcity 
of crude oil passes and gasoline drops 
‘way down. Gas was as high as 23 
cents in Los Angeles at one time and 
it was predicted at the time that it 
would climb to 60 cents. As sudden- 
ly as it raised, it dropped. The bot- 
tom fell out of gas prices and it was 
as low as 10 and 11 cents before lonz. 
When the last cent was put on 
gasoline here last Saturday, it ad- 
vanced from 15 to 16 in Detroit. It 
went from 13 to 14 in Kansas City 
and from 19 to 20 in Baltimore. New 
York experienced a lift in the price 
also at that time. From 17 it went 
to 18. The prige in Chicago is 16 
cents and 18 in Indianapolis. 

Ph Ariz., experienced a’ jump 
of 2% cents last week, from 20 to 
22%. In Denver it went from 19 to 
20 on the same day. The retail price 
at Salt Lake ts quoted at 23 cents. 
In Seattle the fuel is 15% and in 
Portiand it is a cent lower. The same 
condition exists here.

MORELAND TRUCKS FOR MEXICO. 


Way by Exprese—Local Man 
Driver. 


A. Gonzales, one of the 

wealthiest and most influential 
citizens of Mexico, started for 
Les Angeles last Monday morning, it 
ig a foregone conclusion that he did 
not think that his intended purchase 
of a fleet of Moreland motor trucks 
would be more effective than machine 
guns or that it would have an im- 
mediate effect in bringing the peace 
so long desired in Northern Mexico a 
step nearer.

Governments always 
deal at first hand with the manwfac- 
turers, and the location of this fac- 
tory at Los Angeles was an impor- 
tant fact when the nearest point of 
immediate supplies was considered.

Accompanies Fieet as Military 


Soon after the arrival in Los An- 
geles of Senor Gonzales, who was ac- 
companied by Clyde Martin of this 
city, he was in communication with 
the Moreland factory and learned that 
their needs could be supplied. As a 
result of his visit, In less than twenty- 
four hours from the time he arrived, 
two carloads of Moreland two and 
one-half-ton distillate trucks complete 
with bodies, and accompanied by an 
expert driver, were on the way by ex- 
press, and in less than forty-eight 
hours from the time the order was 
given the fleet of trucks was being un<- 
loaded at Nogales.

| Fruits and Their Uses—Candy Making 
By Phoebe Burbank 


ITH Autumn passing and Winter 

at hand, comes the association of 
evenings spent round the 

fireside. How to spend these evenings is 

often a problem, and candy making—the 

making of sweetmeats—suggests itself as 

an entertainment, an indoor , which 


never grows old and one which never 
| loses its charm. That the charm is felt 
by both sexes is evidenced by the popu- 


larity of candy pulls each winter. 
The making of candy by the amateur 
is, however, more than a recréggion 


can be made a fine art. It is lly the 
first branch of cookery essayed by the 
girl, whose “fudges” mark 


very young 
the first step in a culinary career, and en- 
couragement in this particular branch of 
cooking will, in many instances, make 
the more prosaic side of the kitchen less 
irksome. Therefore, by all means, en- 
courage the making of candy in the home. 
It provides an interesting and useful occu- 
pation that can be turned to very prof- 
itable account; as the many successful 
church candy sales each year will prove. 
Another important feature of candy 
making at home is that the family is 
thereby provided with pure sweetmeats, 
which supply the natural desire for 
“something sweet.” In the growi 
child this is a natural craving, and sh 
be indulged rather than checked. Sugar 
is very necessary in the building proc- 
esses of the body, as it provides heat and 
stimulates nervous energy. 


In ang candy use always the best 
materials. food value of candy may 
be expressed by the amount of sugar con- 
tained—but the wholesomeness of the 
other ingredients must be considered, also 
the coloring, flavoring, nuts, fruits, gela- 
tine, etcetera, must be of the finest qual- 


§ ity, to obtain the most satisfactory results 


from the standpoint of health. 
Sugar—The sugar used in nearly all 


candy is cane sugar. Beet sugar is very 


good, but it is not so sweet and will not 
produce so palatable a sweetmeat as cane 


sugar. 


Colors—Pure coloring for candies is 
easily obtained nowadays, and in using, 
the amount depends on the shade of color 
desired. As the coloring varies greatly in 
strength and quality according to differ- 
ent makes, care must be observed until 

has taught the amount 
necessary. 


Gelatine—Granulated gelatine is often 
used in making candy—and this also 
should be of the best make. 

Nuts—Almonds, sweet and bitter, wal- 
nuts, peanuts, chestnuts, pinenuts, pis- 
tachio nuts, pecans, Brazil nuts and 
hickory nuts, are the nuts generally used. 
Many of these can be bought already 
shelled and require only washing and dry- 
ing before being used. Where the nuts 
are cracked at home, care must be taken 
to hold the nut so the shell shall be 
crushed evenly—hickory nuts should be 
struck on the thin side, ans and 
butternuts on the end. All fruits and 
nuts must be perfectly dry before using, as 
moisture would be fatal to the process. 
Almonds must be blanched and then 
dried in a cool oven. 

Butter—The butter used must be pure 
and unsalted. On no account may butter 
substitutes be used.

Put the milk, butter, sugar and choco- 
late into an enamel saucepan and brin 
slowly to a boiling point, then boil unti

Stuffed Dates—Remove the stones 
from one pound of dates and stuff them 
with salted almonds. Close the dates, 
brush lightly with a little beaten white of 
egg, and roll in colored sugar, shredded 
cocoanut, or finely chopped pistachio 
nuts. They may also be stuffed with 
seedless raisins, marshmallows, walnuts 
chopped to a paste, preserved ginger and 
cherries (mixed half and half), pecans 
and cherries, finely chopped, figs, prunes 
or shredded cocoanut.

T WAS brought home to me recently that there 
actually is such a thing as “charming” 
diseases away. A friend and neighbor of 
mine in Cambridge, Massachusetts, a lit- 
* erary worker of international reputation, 

AA FI was discussing with me the general subject 
of the supernatural, concerning which he 

held decidedly skeptical opinions. But, in the course 
of our conversation, he observed: “I must tell you, 
though, of a curious thing that occurred in our family 
a few years ago. Our little girl was greatly troubled 
with warts, having so many on her hands that it 
amounted to a positive disfigurement. We tried all 
sorts of remedies, but they did no good. One day a 
caller suggested that we take her to an old fellow, who 
according to our informant, had the reputation of 
being able to charm away almost any ordinary malady. 

“We listened politely, of course, and after the caller 
had gone my wife and I had a good laugh over the 
superstition of some people. However, the warts con- 
tinuing, my wife, without a word to me, did take the 
little girl to the ‘magician’ of whom we had been told. 
The treatment he gave was simplicity itself. He 
merely took a penny, rubbed it over the warts, mum- 
bled something, and then, handing the penny to the 
child, told her to hide it, and on no account to look at 
it afterwards. If she did this, he assured her, her warts 
will very soon disappear. As, indeed, they did. And 
this is not all. A year or so afterwards our youngest 
boy developed warts on his hands to almost as bad an 
extent as his sister had done. Again the customary 
remedies were tried, again they failed, and again my 
wife paid a visit to the ‘magician,’ who went through 
precisely the same rigmarole with an equally benefi- 
cial effect.” 

In fact, there can be no doubt of the possibility of 
curing warts by working on the imagination. Corrob- 
orative testimony may be found in the writings even of 
medical men. One eminent English physician, Dr. H. 
Tuke, tells of the experience of a relative of his, who had 
a large wart to which Dr. Tuke applied the usual local 
remedies without success. Later the wart was charmed 
away in a few days by a casual visitor. In another 
ease the daughter of a surgeon, a friend of Dr. Tuke’s, 
was troubled for a year and a half by a number of 
warts which all her father’s skill could not remove. 
One day a caller, seeing the warts, asked her how many 
she had on her hands, 

“I don’t know,” was her reply. 
should suppose.’ 

“Count them, will you,” said he.

ITH an impressive manner, he wrote on a piece 


of paper the number of warts she counted, and, 
slipping the paper into his pocket, declared: “You 
will not be troubled by your warts after next Sunday.” 

According to Dr. Tuke, it is a fact that by the 
named the warts had entirely disappeared. 

Similarly, numerous instances are on record in 
which the use of charms has almost instantaneously 
relieved headache, toothache and other pains. The 
application of a piece of metal, properly inscribed and 
wrapped in silk, is said to be an excellent remedy for 
ulcerated teeth; while the carrying of a horse-chestnut 
in one’s pocket is extolled as a preventive of rheu- 
matism. So too, it would seem, the mystical manipu- 
lation of a pair of ordinary knitting-needles is of more 
or less curative value in rheumatic affections, as at 
least one instance of their successful use has been re- 
lated on excellent authority. 

In such cases decidedly, the result obtained was out 
of all proportion to the means used to obtain them. 
There were, indeed, no obvious connection between 


disease and remedy; the latter, from the standpoint of 
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NARMS 


cold common-sense, being distinguished chiefly for its 
absurdity. And this is the situation with respect to 
most charms, whether they relate to the prevention 
or cure of disease, the averting of ill fortune, or the 
bringing of good luck. Nor isa superstitious belief in 
them confined to the ignorant and illiterate. It 
tes all ranks of society, from the humblest 
worker in the fields to the monarch on his throne. 
Royalty, for that matter, has in many instances had 
an extreme weakness for superstition; and, besides 
patronizing liberally the soothsayers and astrologers 
whose doings were narrated in my article, The Mystic 
Behind the Throne, would seem, judging from the 
stories told of various rulers, to place a special reliance 
in the use of charms.

investigators, satisfy me that, at a conservative esti- 
mate, fully one-half the population of the United 
States places a certain credence in charms. The re- 
sult is the same whether inquiry be made in isolated 
country places, or in populous cities. Nay, it almost 
seems as though belief in charms is more prevalent in 
and near large cities than in sparsely settled regions. 

Only a few years ago—in 1908, to.be exact—in the 
course of a libel suit brought by a Dr. Joseph Hageman 
against a Philadelphia hewspaper, but withdrawn 
before all the evidence was in, it was clearly proved 
that Hageman was familiarly known among his pa- 
tients as a “witch doctor,” that he had sold charms 
purporting to serve as remedies for nearly every ill of 
man and beast; and that he had not had the least 
wares, which usually were- 
composed of nothing more than little 


setting the example, it is not 
surprising to find belief in charms 
widespread among the common- 
alty of the Old World. Visit any 
jeweler’s establishment in Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, 
Rome, Madrid, or St. Peters- 
burg, and you will soon dis- 
cover that a thriving trade is. 
done in “lucky” stones, four- 
leaf clovers, miniature pigs, and all 
manner of jeweled charms. At the 
other end of the social seale, cheap 
talismans are sold by the thousands 
from pedlars’ carts and coster’s bar- 
rows. In Naples, as every tourist 
knows, there is an especially heavy 
demand for amulets giving protec- 
tion against the Evil Eye, belief 
in which is almost as general 
throughout Italy—and a great part 
of southeastern Europe 
—as ever it was in 
medieval times. 


Journey through the 
rural districts of 
land, and you will come 
across the horseshoe 
nailed above many a 
cottage door. In its 
stead, or supplementing 
it, you will occasionally 
find scribbled on the 
door posts mystical 
words supposed to have 
a peculiar virtue in 
guarding the inmates 
against disease; and, in 
the Austrian Tyrol, the 
names of the magic in- 
scribed for the same 
purpose. In short, go 
where one may in 
Europe there is no lack 
of evidence that belief in 
charms is a widespread 
fact today. 

Nor is the situation 
different in our own land 
despite iis boasted en- 
lightenment, which has 
signally failed to put 
superstitious beliefs to 
rout. My own re 
searches, and the sta- 


tistics gathered by other 


canvas bags containing slips of paper 
filled with a jargon of oa ly Latin, 
Greek and Pennsylvania Dutch. These 
were to be worn around the necks of the 
patients, some of whom were so firm in 
the faith that they wore them while 
testifying in the libel suit. 

In New York cases have frequently come 
before the courts throwing a flood of inter- 
esting light on the extent and diversity of 
the belief in charms in the metropolis. 

Repeatedly “magicians” have been haled 
to the bar of justice for preying on credu- 

lous patrons of every station in life, resi- 
dents of Fifth Avenue as well as dwellers 
in Avenue A. In one singular case the will 
of a Stanton Street woman was disputed be- 
cause it was known that she had lived in 
constant fear of witches, and because, after 
her death, it was found that little bags, con- 
taining incantations against witchcraft, 
were sewn in her clothing. In Ridge Street 
there once lived a “witch’’ whose specialty 
was the sale of charms, at twenty dollars 
apiece, warranted to bring together married 
people who had drifted apart. 


ESE, to be sure, are extreme 
# instances, but everybody knows 
persons who believe in amulets, talis- 
mans and superstitious usages to the 
extent at any rate of refusing to sit 
thirteen at a table or walk under a 
ladder; who insist on solemnly 
throwing a pinch of salt over .

“Other things being equal, that in- 
dividual whose strivings for worthy 
things develop from the direct urgings of 
his belief in good luck will have better 
luck—that is, have more success—than 
he who is ever in doubt and fearful of the 
outcome. Positive faith begets a direct 
and unhindered activity never present 
when the mind is in doubt . . . . 

Those who are expecting some good in 
life and are diligently striving under the 
inspiration of this sentiment, are more 
likely to find it than those who are al- 
ways waiting or working in fear.” 

On the other hand, too much belief 
in one’s good luck is likely to result in 

ysis of effort and initiative, the be- 
futilely thinking that there is no 
need for striving since he will be success- 
ful anyhow. The same result, it goes 
‘without saying, 
omens of ill luck, which lyze effort 
by suggesting the idea that no matter 
how one may he can never hope for 
good fortune. 

Belief in charms, consequently, is a 
pretty dangerous thing. There are times, 
as we have seen, when they work. But
